Motion duly seconded and carried. Vote was so cast and the Speaker de- 
clared the Democratic officers and attaches elected. 


It was moved by Byrne, duly seconded and carried, that'a committee of 
three members be appointed to notify his Excellency, the Governor, that 
the House is now organized and ready to receive any message he wishes to 
convey and also to ascertain the time set for the message. 


The Speaker appointed Murray of Deer Lodge, McKenna of Judith 
Basin and O’Connor of Carbon as the committee to notify the Governor. 


It was moved by Byrne, duly seconded and carried, that a committee of 
three members be appointed to notify the Honorable Senate that the House 
is organized and ready for business. The Speaker appointed Antrim of 
Ravalli, Fried] of Valley, Horrigan of Granite. 


It was moved by Byrne, duly seconded and carried, that the Speaker be 
Barorized to select a Clerk and Stenographer to assist him in the duties 
of his office. 


It was moved by Byrne, duly seconded and carried, that the Committee 
on Employment be authorized to place a Clerk at the disposal of the Majority 
and Minority Floor Leaders to assist them in their work. 


House recessed.

SECOND DAY 


House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana, 
January 7, 1941. 


House convened, pursuant to adjournment, at 11:30 o’clock A. M. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. Invocation by Chaplain. 


On roll call all members were present. 
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A Committee from the Honorable Senate informed the House that the 
Senate was ready to meet in Joint Session for the purpose of hearing the 
message of His Excellency, the Governor. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair. The Joint Session was © 


called to Order. 
The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. 
The Chief Clerk of the House called the roll of the House. 
A quorum of both Houses being present, the Joint Session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Keeley, duly seconded and carried, that a 
committee of five be appointed to inform his Excellency, the Governor, 
that the members of the Senate and the House were in Joint Session and 
ready to hear his message. Thereupon the President of the Senate appointed 
Senator Baker, Senator Haight, Representatives Dougherty of Powell, Can- 
non of Silver Bow, and Green of Dawson as such Committee. 


It was moved by Senator Keeley, duly seconded and carried, that 500 
copies of the message to be given by She Governor be printed and distributed 
to members of the assembly. 


His Excellency, Governor San C. Ford, then appeared and, on being 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by President of the 
Senate, Ernest T. Eaton, and delivered the following message: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Twenty-Seventh Legisla- 


tive Assembly: 


The Constitution provides at the beginning of each session, the Governor 
shall, by message, inform the Legislative Assembly on the condition of 
the State and recommend such measures as he shall deem required. 
With genuine pleasure, I perform that duty. 


That which has procured our presence here today is more than scantily 
significant—more than a perfunctory compliance with the basic law through 
which this Assembly of the people’s representatives has come into being 
and through which the Chief Executive is directed to apprise you on mat- 
ters pertinent to the labors about to begin. Inherently, this assemblage 
is a reassertion of the right of the people to govern themselves. When in 
so many lands today free government is in chains, we in America must 
be the more diligent to sustain liberty. If we do our full duty, and do it 
unafraid, free government tomorrow will be secure because of the func- 
tioning of free government today. 


I can commend nothing more earnestly than that we cling to the funda- 
mental principle wherein our government has checks and balances. Neither 
precedent nor expediency justifies any one of the co-ordinate branches of 
our government overreaching the constitutional restraints that circum- 
scribe it, nor ought we to countenance usurpation or invasion by any offi- 
cer or department of powers within the province of another. Where, 
through statute or otherwise, practice has gone oblique of this principle 
I urge you to set it right. 


Chapter 5, laws of the Twenty-fifth Assembly, known as the “Hitler i 


Billy empowers the Governor to hire and discharge all State employees, 
except those in elective offices. In my opinoin this law is dangerous, in 
that it places too much power in the hands of one man. I strongly urge its 
repeal and the enactment of suitable laws providing for the appointment 
of employees. 


Under Section 2 of Article VI of the Constitution, the Legislature 
must at this session reapportion the membership of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on a ratio to be fixed by law and based on the 1940 Federal 
census. The ratio is for your determination, but the duty to establish such 
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a ratio and bring about a reapportionment is a positive one. Disparities 
in representation should be corrected. 


Constitutional prohibition against appropriating more than the anti- 
cipated revenue demands a paring of requests to fit the income that can 
prudently be expected. From the budget, which will be submitted to you, 
it appears that requests for appropriations by officers, boards, depart- 
ments and State institutions and approved by the State Budget Com- 
mission exceed the anticipated resources for the fiscal year of 1941-42 by 
$311,676.46 and that of 1942-43 by $269,036.26. Obviously, appropriations 
must be substantially reduced below requests. 


I am convinced that if our income is frugally used and carefully ad- 
ministered, our revenues will adequately provide for the proper function- 
ing of State affairs, without additional or new taxes. 


In view of the efforts made by Montana to protect motorists and 
pedestrians, the record of fatalities, accidents and property loss is lament- 
able. It is my sincere hope that adequate legislation will be enacted to 
correct, so far as possible, this condition. It is my firm conviction that 
enactement and strict enforcement of a uniform drivers’ license law, re- 
quiring examination for new drivers only, will minimize the toll now 
exacted by highway accidents. 


Experience during the last four years has demonstrated many weak- 
nesses in our liquor control laws. The recent campaign provides ample 
proof for the conclusion that the liquor business has no place in politics, 
and that the administration of our liquor laws must be divorced from poli- 
tics and political corruption. I concur in a statement made by an admin- 
istrative officer who said: 


“Liquor and politics, fermented in the same vat, have always pro- 
duced corruption and always will.” 


I sincerely hope that our liquor laws may receive your earnest and 
careful consideration so that present defects and abuses may be cured. 


One of our most serious and important problems, and one which de- 
mands and merits your most earnest consideration, is the future of our 
highway system. 


Some months ago the State was notified that Federal grants for 
assistance in highway construction in this and other States would be re- 
duced 25 per cent for the biennium 1941-42. Additionally we are advised 
that the government is laying plans for the construction of defense high- 
ways through the nation. It is proposed that in the building of such roads 
the State pay the same proportion as under the present system. Should 
such a plan be carried out, the completion of our present system and the 
maintenance of existing roads will be gravely affected. 


It is apparent that reconstruction and maintenance costs will mount 
during the coming years, while no substantial gain in revenues may be 
anticipated. Obviously, then, it is imperative that we shape our course 
so that we may make the most of the money available. 


I advise that a thorough and impartial study of past, present and 
future construction, maintenance and financing be made so that appro- 
priate legislation Tay, be enacted to provide for a long term highway 
program. 


For the past six years the State, with substantial assistance from the 
Federal Government, has carried on an extensive water conservation pro- 
gram. Many projejcts have been completed. The utility of some projects 
is questionable, and while others are reported completed, it will require 
considerable money before they can be brought to a high degree of 
efficiency. 
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On November 15, 1940, Major E. W. Ritchie, who had been in charge 
of the Public Works Administration activities on these projects, was re- 
called by the Federal Government and the State informed that further 
grants in aid for construction would not be made by the government. 


We must continue this important work but it is obvious that further 
development must be of small projects, those which can be financed by the 
landowners with such assistance from the State as our finances will permit. 


May I suggest that a thorough investigation of the Water Conserva- 
tion Board and its activities be made in order that you may intelligently 
determine the future policy of that board. 


I urge that the State continue the policy of co-operating with the 
Federal Government in the construction of Rural Electrification Projects. 


Taxation is always a vexing problem. Perhaps for a long time to 
come the only relief we can expect from it will be through reducing ex- 
penditures where that can be done. Ability to pay and equality should be 
the watchwords of taxation. Demands for new levies and novel methods 
of raising revenue should be critically scrutinized. 


Because of national defense, the government of the United States 
must, of necessity, put new burdens of taxation on our people. If we be 
cognizant of the load they already carry and the economic collapse that 
will come to many of them if the burden is made heavier, we cannot ‘in 
conscience burden them further with additional levies by the State or 
under the State’s authority. 


In a determination of anticipated income, two factors must be con- 
sidered: (1) Every increase in Federal taxes will very materially reduce 
state income. (2) Termination of the present war will adversely affect 
many of our industries with a consequent shrinking of our revenues. These 
facts, in my opinion, must be constantly in mind in the examination, not 
alone of proposed taxes, but also as pertinent to all phases of our econo- 
mic system. We must reckon with the cadence of the times. 


Hence, any policy that contemplates the realities of this situation 
must impel us to the most stringent economy in state and local govern- 
ment, and we must intercept tendencies that contradict the urgency for re- 
trenchment. I believe our government need be no less efficient, no less a 
servant of the general people, because of thrifty operation that circum- 
stance demands. 


Substantial changes in our economic structure since our law for the 
classification of property for taxation was enacted in 1919, make it ad- 
visable, in my judgment, to amend this law to meet these altered condi- 
tions and to provide a more equitable distribution of the tax burden. 


Through no fault of their own, many of our farmers and small home 
owners have been unable to pay the taxes levied against their property. 
I recommend the reenactment:‘of the law which allowed the redemption of 
tax delinquent property without the payment of penalty and interest for 
a period of two years. Such a law will prove beneficial to the State and 
local governments and in many cases will save the farm or home. 


I also recommend the re-enactment of Chapter 124, Session Laws of 
1939, relating to the granting relief from mortgage foreclosure and from 
execution sale of real estate so as to extend the provisions until March 1, 
1943. 


It is a recognized duty of the State and Nation adequately to protect 
the welfare of children, widows, and aged and blind. 


Our laws relating to this subject should be amended and liberalized 
so that the unfortunate people may receive an amount of assistance suf- 
ficient to take care of their essential needs. 
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That statutes bearing on the State Fish and Game Commission, regu- 
lations and the establishment of game preserves and the like, present 
today a vivid picture of what is wrong from the standpoint of careful and 
intelligent legislation. For instance Section 3653, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana of 1935, delegates broad powers to the commission without any sug- 
gestion of restraint or boundary, and then this striking provision: 


“The statutes now governing such subjects shall continue in full force 
and effect, except as altered or modified by rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by the commission.” 


As it stands, the Legislature sets up an autocracy with power to 
legislate and override the laws of the State adopted by the Legislature. 


Further, while the sportsmen of the State contribute all of the funds 
used by the department, they have little or no voice in the management 
or conduct of the department. 


In the light of these facts there is little wonder that the administra- 
tion of the Fish and Game Department has fallen into disrepute and 
that the public interests have suffered. The Laws I have mentioned should 
be re-written, to the end that our Fish and Game laws may be administered 
more nearly for the general good. 


Administration of our institutions of higher learning must be such 
as to inspire confidence and respect. If the administration of any of them 
provokes widespread dissent, there is danger to all of them; they must 
be free of all forms of political control. I urge a thorough study of the 
entire field and enactment of laws that will afford a better and more com- 
prehensive method of administration, and at the same time prevent the 
Greater University of Montana from becoming involved in any political 
activity. 


Under Constitutional provision the State Board of Education, com- 
posed of three state officers as members ex-officio and eight appointive 
members, has control and supervision of the university system. Experi- 
ence has demonstrated the utter failure of this method and in practice has 
resulted in a one man board. The Governor, Attorney General and Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, the ex-officio members, are necessarily so 
occupied with the duties of their offices that seldom are they able to give 
the required time to affairs of several institutions under their control. 
The appointive members likewise have but little opportunity to fortify their 
actions with adequate information. 


I hope the Assembly will examine the situation and determine upon a 
course consistent with our needs and experience by reframing the law 
relative to the appointment of the members of the Board of Education and 
the law under which it works so as to produce a higher degree of efficiency 
and supervision. 


May I direct your attention to the great increase in offices, depart- 
ments and employees during the past several years, and resulting there- 
from, an alarming growth in the cost of our government. With this has 
come needless and expensive duplication of service. 


There is a pressing need for the reorganization of our entire State 
business structure, involving consolidation of offices, boards, departments, 
and particularly functions of government; the elimination of duplications; 
better co-ordination and strengthening of administrative responsibility. 
If we have the will and courage for it, retrenchment can be had without 
impairing any essential governmental function. 


An intelligent reorganization cannot be accomplished without a 
thorough study and survey on which to base definite legislative action. I, 
therefore, recommend the enactment of suitable legislation, with adequate 


appropriation, authorizing the Governor to employ experts and specialists 
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in State reorganization to undertake a study and make report and recom- 
mendations to the next Legislative Assembly. 


I likewise urge the appointment of a joint special committee to de- 
termine what, if any, changes may be made by this body to procure an 
immediate saving. 


There has been widespread and very sincere and vigorous criticism 
of the so called “Spoils System” as applied to the employees of this State. 


Many responsible people have charged that there have been numerous 
instances where the State’s money has been wasted on incompetent em- 
ployees, and instances where inferior applicants with political support have 
been appointed in preference to superior applicants who had little or no 
political influence. 


I believe that we ought to guarantee to all citizens of this State a 
fair and equal opportunity for public service, irrespective of religious or 
political considerations. 


Therefore, I recommend that you establish for the State of Montana 
a system of personnel administration based on merit principles and scienti- 
fic methods, governing the appointment, promotion, transfer, removal and 
discipline of its officers and employees. 


The situation in this State has reached the point where we, as admin- 
istrators and legislators, must give to the people of the State a real honest 
system of personnel administration, based on merit alone, or admit openly 
that we approve of the scandalous tactics of the so called “Spoils System” 
and political machines. 


By the enactment of a law authorizing the State Board of Examiners 
to refund outstanding bond issues, a considerable saving in interest will be 
effected. I recommend such legislation so that the State may take advant- 
age of a favorable money market. 


Under existing laws more than $400,000 is carried in the interest and 
sinking fund for the payment of outstanding refunding bonds of general 
fund warrants. There is set aside from the general fund approximately 
$350,000 each year, which is held for the next fiscal year and 30 days 
thereafter. Authority should be granted to invest part of this fund—in- 
terest received—and thus reduce the amount required to be paid from the 
general fund. 


Under the law all moneys belonging to the Public School fund and to 
the other permanent funds of the educational, charitable and penal institu- 
tions of the State and all permanent funds subject to the provisions of 
Article XXI of the Constitution may be invested in the securties enumer- 
ated in Section 1805.98, Revised Codes of Montana, 1985. At the-present 
time there are no general fund warrants drawing interest and we are 
from time to time retiring State bonds. As the financial condtiions of the 
counties, cities, and school districts improve the opportunity for investment 
will diminish. The law should be amended so that these funds may be in- 
vested in Revenue Bonds of the State which may be issued pursuant to law. 


_ Over a long period the practice has grown up of placing moneys re- 
ceived by the various departments and boards in fees and licenses in a 
special fund for the use of a particular board, department or institution. 
In my opinion, such a practice breeds wastefulness and inefficiency and 
violates the spirit if not the letter of Section 10, Article XII, of the Con- 
stitution, which provides that “all taxes levied for State purposes shall be 
paid into the State Treasury and no money shall be drawn from the 
treasury but in pursuance of specific appropriations made by law.” 


This field should be thoroughly explored and a law enacted providing 
that all taxes, including fees, licenses, and trust funds, shall be paid into 
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the State Treasury and drawn therefrom pursuant of specific appropria- 
tions. 


The national defense emergency is being urged in some quarters as 
a pretext for depriving labor of fundamental rights it has won in our laws 
and a lessening of the economic protection that labor enjoys. The right 
of labor to bargain collectively without interference or coercion must be 
preserved. 


One of the problems that has long confronted us is the occupational 
disease, silicosis, caused by inhaling silica dust. The problem would appear 
to be national in scope and a solution can only be found in cooperation be- 
tween the Federal Government and the mining states. A bill for this pur- 
pose was passed by the Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly but vetoed. I 
hope that a similar measure will be enacted at this session. 


Montana should raise her voice against National policies and trade 
conditions that militate against our agriculture. Of the high premium 
wheat which Montana produces, there has never been a surplus, yet our 
acreage allotment is based upon an excess of wheat and our farmers must 
sell on a surplus market at a price lower than the quality of the wheat 
justifies. The loss is a serious one to the farmers of this state and cannot 
but have an unfavorable influence on general business in Montana. 


The sugar beet industry is in its infancy in this state. Montana has 
some of the best beet land in the nation, yet discriminatory acreage allot- 
ments place us on the same basis as states where the industry is fully 
devolped. Because of this condition the prosperity that would accrue to 
the State from an increasingly important crop is retarded. 


I ask you to take such action as the facts justify. 


There is a great dissatisfaction through the State relating to the con- 
trol of the purchase of elementary text books for use in our public schools. 


The law relating to the transportation: of pupils by school districts is 
uncertain and unintelligible and has resulted in the misapplication of school 
funds. 


These questions are of grave concern and vitally affect our public 
school system and should receive your earnest and careful consideration. 


Under existing law it is unlawful for any contractor to engage in the 
business or act in the capacity of public contractor within the State without 
having a license therefor. 


This law, in many instances, has worked to the great disadvantage of 
the school districts. Free and open bidding is desirable in all public works. 


I recommend that this law be amended so that a license may be pro- 
cured before work under a contract begins. 


At the last election Referendum No. 48, authorizing the State to be- 
come indebted in the sum of $500,000 in excess of the constitutional limita- 
tion of indebtedness for buildings and improvements at the State Hospital 
for the Insane at Warm Springs, was approved by the electors. The act 
is not self-executing and legislation is necessary to carry out its provis- 
ions. I urge that such legislation be expedited so these improvements may 
be made with as little delay as possible. 


We have a task to do—those of us gathered here and every citizen of 
this great commonwealth. Those of us assembled here to carry out the 
delegated responsibilities of self-government have a duty that reaches to 
every fireside in Montana. That duty is to speak and to act for the man 
at the plow, the worker in mine or shop or factory, and the business man 
and industrialist as well; for the mothers, fathers and children, the orphans, 
the aged and the unfortunate. A duty to all of them, so that a State 
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mighty in resources, large in hope and by nature and the providence of 
God destined to a glorious future may fulfill that promise—that is the duty 
we have sworn to do. I am confident that all of us, with zeal and devotion, 
will strive to do that duty. 


The problems that have shaped our mandates command our deepest 
contemplation. We should plumb the needs of the State and so far as 
we can, ransom the people from the difficulties that hold them captive to 
conditions from which they, unaided, cannot escape. 


We cannot be so foolish as to assume that any law that may be enacted 
here, or any function of the executive, will do what only an act of God 
can accomplish. But we can by example bolster the sore need for confi- 
dence in government and in those entrusted with government. If we work 
diligently and in good conscience, if the laws we make have the savor 
of right and the leaven of justice, if throughout our labors the people 
of Montana are more secure and happier, free government will be stronger 
because of us. 


If there is to be confidence in us, then there must be good govern- 
ment. Those who enter the temple of government to corrupt it must be 
driven out. The architects of our commonwealth as we hope to build it for 
the generation to come must have. vision and integrity. In carving out her 
future, Montana wants sculptors, not chiselers. 


If you as the makers of the laws, the courts as the interpreters of 
them and I as the Chief Officer charged with their administration, bend 
devotedly to the task, mindful that we should serve, not as Democrats or 
Republicans, but as agents of all the people, the general welfare will be 
advanced and we shall have the reward of work well done. 


Each function of government in its own sphere ought to hew to the 
line. Each should be as thrifty as possible with the public purse. The 
Executive Department should pare out the decay of waste and duplicating 
activities. And I cannot but believe that the Legislative Department might 
well reduce the cost of its operations. Our 1939 Legislature cost $367 
per 1,000 of population, with one exception, the most expensive of the 
twelve western states. It is necessary that we practice the most rigid 
economy. May I be bold enough to suggest that this assembly hold ex- 
penditures to the lowest possible figure, thereby setting an example ‘or 
other departments. 


So that business may be expedited and important measures not be 
rushed through or rejected in the closing days of the session without 
proper consideration, I suggest that bills be introduced as early as possible, 
that committees be not tardy in their work and that this session set an 
example for the orderly and careful dispatch of business and by refraining 
from partisan politics. 


I hope, and I believe you all join with me in the hope, that the 60 
days of this session may be marked by harmonious relations between the 
Houses of the Assembly and between the Assembly and the Executive De- 
partment. When politics is the motive of action, when strife dethrones 
peace or when discord is master, the people of Montana suffer and govern- 
ment suffers. 


Let us all take up the labors before us so that in the end we may merit 
the words: “Well done, good and faithful servant.” 


It was moved by Senator Keeley, duly seconded and carried, that a 
committee of five be appointed to escort his Excellency the Governor, to his 
Chambers. Whereupon the following were appointed: Senator Angvick and 
Baker and Representatives Lehrkind, Lippard, and Scofield.

A House Memorial to the Congress of the United States Requesting the - 
Enactment of Appropriate Legislation for the Utilization of the | 
Power and Water Resources at the Fort Peck Dam for Irrigation De- | 
velopment. | 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United States | 
of America in Congress Assembled: 


WHEREAS, a special Northern Great Plains Committee appointed by | 
the President, has studied the effects of the ten-year drought in Eastern | 
Montana and recommended immediate use of water facilities for irrigation | 
development; and, ; 


WHEREAS, a survey by the Bureau of Reclamation has been made to | 
determine the feasibility of irrigating a large acreage of dry land in this 
area by utilizing power and water available at Fort Peck, Montana; and, 


WHEREAS, the conditions of unemployment and distress due to the 
drought are greatly aggravated by the completion of the construction of 
the dam; whereby hundreds of families have become stranded in Glasgow 
and the boom towns generated by the construction, not knowing where to 
go or what to do; and adding to the already over-burdened relief loads 
of Valley County to the extent that Valley County now carries one of the 
largest relief loads in the entire State; and, 


WHEREAS, the Bureau of Reclamation survey is said to be practically 
completed, by reason of which it becomes necessary for the rehabilitation 
of a large section of Eastern Montana; and, 


WHEREAS, unless such use is made of the facilities of Fort Peck, 
Montana, this enormous project will prove itself not only of no benefit to 
Montana, but a positive injury to the counties it directly affects due to the 
permanent removal of revenue formerly derived from the flooded areas 
which formed the backbone of a flourishing stock industry regularly pay- 
ing taxes and supporting farmers; and, 


WHEREAS, the problem of National Defense is uppermost in the 
minds of the administration and large expenditures are being authorized 
for this purpose, we submit that it would be a poor policy of defense to 
neglect the conservation of our land and water and human resources on 
this account, since they form as important an item in the strength of the 
nation as bullets or battleships or planes or tanks, for they are the best 
defense against conditions that are bound to arise after the war is over. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, By the House, that the 
Congress of the United States of America be respectfully urged and peti- 
tioned to enact legislation to the end, that the report of the Bureau of 
Reclamation survey be immediately released and that the feasible projects 
revealed be developed at once, thus to relieve human distress in the area 
by furnishing employment and farm homes to people dispossessed by the 
drought, and by reason of the enormous amount of unemployment caused 
by the substantial completion of the Fort Peck dam.

To the Honorable House of Representatives and Senate of the United States 
of America in Congress Assembled: 


! WHEREAS, the United States government has constructed, at Fort 
| Peck, Montana, the greatest earth dam in all time history for the specific 
| purpose of flood control, navigation, and the generating of electric power, 
' and because of these vast improvements and power facilities, the Fort 
| Peck dam has become a strategic point in the United States and most 
| favorable adopted for the following purposes: 


(1) Complete municipal utilities such as natural gas, electric power, 
| sewage, a light system, paved streets, side walks and townsite to accommo- 
_ date 10,000 people;

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PARDONS 


ALFRED HAMEL—Broadwater county; grand larceny; sentenced 
January 31, 1938; thirteen months. This man served his full sentence but 
because of deportation proceedings upon basis of felony conviction pardon 
was granted to prevent deportation. Pardon granted April 3, 1939. 


JOHN AKERS—Roosevelt county; grand larceny; January 17, 1938; 
five years. Sentenced on two convictions to five years each, to run con- 
secutively. Since he was only an accomplice and aided officers in breaking 
up ring, sentence was excessive. Good behavior in prison. Commutation 
and pardon granted November 27, 1939. 


KENNETH ZACHARY—Petroleum county; grand larceny; February 
9, 1934; one year. Was not committed until November 17, 1939. Complain- 
ing witness and county officers believed that intervening time had changed 
circumstances and that imprisonment at that late date was unjust. Pardon 
granted December 15, 1939. 


ANDRE GIROUX—Robbery; Deer Lodge county; December 8, 1937; 
ten years. Sufficient time served. Primary trouble was return to old 
haunts and intoxication. Pardon granted on condition that he does not 
enter either Deer Lodge or Silver Bow Counties, March 19, 1940. 


MURIEL MURPHY and WILLIAM NEWMAN—Cascade county; mur- 
der in the first degree; May 20, 1937; life. Pardon based on extreme youth 
of pair.. Clemency requested by great number of citizens and recommended 
by judge, county attorney, all other officers of Cascade county. Pardon 
on condition they remain under supervision of State Parole Board for 
period of ten years. Pardon granted April 27, 1940. 


LOUIE WON—-ASilver Bow county; murder in the first degree; Septem- 
ber 31, 1926; life. Mitigating circumstances surrounding crime render 
time served sufficient punishment. Strong sentiment in favor of clemency. 
Pardon granted November 27, 1940. 


MIKE CHRISTOFF—Prairie county; grand larceny; January 31, 1922; 
one year. Pardon granted to prevent deportation to Europe. Excellent 
reputation. Full time served. Pardon granted November 27, 1940. 


WILLIAM J. HEASTON—Beaverhead county; murder; January 18, 
1939; life. Extreme age and bad health of prisoner. Excessive sentence for 


crime under the surrounding circumstances. Pardon granted November 
29, 1940. 


PETE BURT—Beaverhead county; burglary; December 16, 1940; seven 
years. Extremely bad health necessitated better medical attention than 
was afforded by prison facilities. Had served approximately half of his 
sentence. Pardon granted December 16, 1940. 


FRANK PALFFY—Gallatin county; grand larceny; November 27, 1933; 
one year. Had served full sentence but was subject to deportation. Had 
very good reputation in community and was endeavoring to obtain citizen- 
ship papers. Pardon granted December 17, 1940. 


DECK FLEMING—Wheatland county; murder in the first degree; 
December 138, 1922; life. Subject had been on parole for four years and 
had faithfully carried out the requirements of his parole. Had been gain- 


fully employed during that time. Pardon granted December 17, 1940. 


WALTER J. COWLING—Missoula county; murder in the second de- 
gree; August 17, 19388; twelve and one-half years. Opinion of arresting 
officers that if prisoner had not pleaded guilty there would have been 
no conviction. Circumstances surrounding case are such that immediate 
release should be made. Pardon granted December 17, 1940. 
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JIM McCANN—Gallatin county; third degree assault; November 10, 
1939; thirty days and one hundred dollars.

“Time rolls its ceaseless course,” and in the biennium between the 
/ convocation of the Twenty-sixth and the Twenty-seventh Legislative As- 
_semblies of Montana, has swept with it to the shores of eternity former 
| members who graced this House with their presence, and brought honor to 
| Montana. We who succeed them in the same Hall wherein they labored, 
| pause to remember their intelligence clarifying our representative processes, 
| their manly courage standing for convictions deep seated in enduring prin- 
| ciples. They are, so far as known to us at this time: 








W. M. Cusick, representative from Flathead County in the Nineteenth, 
| the Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth Legislative Assemblies. Born at Bur- 
| bank, South Dakota on December 16, 1878, Mr. Cusick was graduated from 
the University of South Dakota and came to Montana in June, 1901. He 
' was married to Helen Hye. In his home county he devoted himself to farm- 
_ ing, interrupted that accupation to serve his country for two years in its 

military service, and also as County Commissioner of Flathead County. 

He died June 25, 1940, at the age of 62 years. Mr. Cusick was a member of 
the Democratic party. On the floor of this House he was an aggressive 
champion of the agricultural interests of Montana. 


Minnie Huser Beadle, representative from Silver Bow county in the 
Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly, was born at Des Moines, Iowa, on 
February 8, 1880. There she attended the public schools. She came to 
Montana in November, 1898, and thereafter married M. Kerr Beadle. Her 
distinguished husband was a member of the Twenty-third Legislative As- 
sembly from Silver Bow county. Because of her natural endowments, ex- 
emplitied in active and useful work in the Butte Women’s Club, in the Sil- 
ver Bow Pioneer Club and the Spanish-American War Auxiliary, Mrs. 
Bealde was induced to follow her husband in like service in this House. 
Here she was an industrious worker for social welfare. 


Andrew James Brower was representative from Lake County in the 
Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly. A brief sketch of his life, furnished 
by a colleague, informs us: 


“Mr. Brower was born in the State of New York in 1876. He attended 
college in South Dakota and studied law while supporting himself. After 
being admitted to the bar in South Dakota, he practiced law for a short 
time in New York and later returned to South Dakota. In 1910 he came to 
Montana and settled at Ronan where he was engaged in banking. In 1930 he 
moved to Polson and opened a law office where he was practicing at the 
time of his death. 


“Mr. Brower was’ survived by his wife and one daughter, Virginia 
Brower of Glendale, California, a brother, W. C. Brower of Clark, South 
Dakota, a sister-in-law, Mrs. W. S. Hollingsworth of Ronan and two 
nephews, V. C. Hollingsworth, Hamilton and Earle Hollingsworth of Ronan. 


“Mr. Brower’s legislative service started in 1913 when he was elected 
State Representative for one term and subsequently served two terms as 
State Senator from Missoula County, and at that session he attempted to 
create Lake County out of Missoula County, but the legislative effort was 
unsuccessful. Ten years later Lake County was created out of Missoula 
and Flathead Counties, through a vote of the people, rather than by legis- 
lative action and Mr. Brower was a leader in that campaign for the new 
county. 


“Representative Brower was one of the few men of the state to have 
represented two counties in the legislature while his residence remained in 
the same district. 
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“At 64 years of age, he died March 10, 1940, at St. Ignatius, Montana, 
following a brief illness. Mr. Brower was the best known man in Lake 
County, and had a wide acquaintance throughout the entire western part 
of Montana. He was, in truth, the “father of Lake County.” 


“By his passing, Lake County and western Montana lost a beloved 
friend and a loyal citizen. We remember him here for a keen and vigorous 
mentality, and a breadth of nature that made him. a founder and a builder 
that encompassed the high and the low in an affection for the best in all 
of us.” 


Frank G. Givens, Representative from Cascade County in the Twenty- 
third Legislative Assembly, was a child member of the valiant band who 
made the great western trek to the “Land of the Shining Mountains” before 
the immortal] Lincoln breathed life into the territory of Montana by ap- 
proval of the Organic Act on May 26, 1864. Mr. Givens was born at 
Grays Summit, Missouri on January 28, 1862, and as an infant he was 
carried across the plains to a point in what is now Montana, reaching de- 
stination July 20, 1862. His beloved wife was Lida Stibb. In politics a 
Democrat and in formal fraternal life a Mason, Frank Givens was not un- 
reasonably bound by any tie save that of conscience. Death came to him 
on September 6, 1939, at Great Falls, Montana, after more than seventy- 
seven years of work for, and service to, the land he sought and loved. 


John Henry Leuthold represented Stillwater County in the Twenty- 
sixth Legislative Assembly. Born August 31, 1873, at Iola, Wisconsin, 
Leuthold was at an early age, a seeker after knowledge and he gained by 
his own efforts a well grounded preparatory education. Prior to his 
arrival in Montana on April 1, 1910, John Leuthold successfully engaged 
in the dairy products business in Chicago. For more than thirty years 
he was a leader in the Stillwater County area where he engaged in farm- 
ing, and by example and practice stimulated modern methods of agricul- 
ture, and counseled the many who asked his help and advice as to the 
necessity of a special study of the particular factors influencing man’s 
husbandry in Montana. Before he served in the House, he represented 
Stillwater County in four Legislative Sessions as its State Senator in the 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth and Nineteenth Assemblies. In the 
legislature, Senator Leuthold, as he was always known, was ever an ad- 
vocate of the most economical handling of public funds, in his long service 
on the Senate Committee on Finance and Claims and the House Committee 
on Appropriations. He was ruthless with the wasters thereof, and a tower 
of strength in defense of the careful, selfless administrator. He was a 
staunch Republican. An unfortunate automobile accident ended his useful 
life on July 1, 1940. Montana’s citizens generally joined with his wife, the 
former Hilda A. Wilson, and children in mourning a real loss to the state. 


George P. Mason represented Lewis and Clark County in the Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-second and Twenty-third Legislative Assemblies, 
covering the years 1927-1933. Born at Penn Yan, New York in 1882, 
George Mason came to Helena in 1887, at the age of five years, and from 
that time, whether as a youngster in the public schools, or as a mature 
and successful business man, he endeared himself to the community. 
Blessed with a strong and pleasing countenance, and with unusual tact in 
his relations with his fellow men, George Mason was a valued member of 
the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, of the Knights of Columbus 
and of the Democratic party. In those relations he was generously aided by 
his talented wife, born Lenora Klei, the mother of their two children. He 
died in the meridian of mature life. Lewis'and Clark County knows Mon- 
tana’s legislators and its repeated endorsement of George Mason is high 
tribute to his character. 


Bruce Joe Metlen represented Beaverhead County in the House con- 
tinuously from and including the Twenty-first Legislative Assembly through 


the Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly, covering the tumultuous decade | 


1929-1939. Born September 1, 1889, at Dillon, Montana, he attended its 
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public schools, and, in due time, the University of Denver, the University 
of Montana, and was graduated from Leland Stanford, Jr. University. In 
his collegiate years he was a member of Sigma Nu. Later Joe Metlen af- 
filiated with the Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, Helena Consistory of 
the Scottish Rite, and the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. He 
was a bachelor throughout life. Everywhere men felt the warmth of his 
nature and had his encouragement in their earnest endeavors for advance- 
ment on Man’s Rough Road. Mr. Metlen devoted his business energies to 
ranching and livestock raising. His versatile and lively mind brought to 
that field of endeavor an intelligence and industry that made him a leader. 
In the assembly his special knowledge of such industry and of taxation, a 
subject to which he devoted much study, was generously given and accur- 
ately applied. 


A sudden and devastating illness cut him down on June 27, 1939, de- 
spite every effort to defeat its attack. When the news of his untimely pass- 
ing reached the ears of his many colleagues throughout the state, they 
reverently stopped to mention his name and cling to his memory. Here 
he was loved. 


Samuel Vernon Stewart represented Lewis and Clark county in the 
Twenty-second Legislative Assembly in 1931. He died at Helena on Sep- 
tember 15, 1939. The mention of his name at once recalls the commanding 
figure and judicial mien of the beloved Governor of Montana (1913-1921) 
distinguished in that repeatedly the people of Montana throughout more 
than forty years, covering almost the whole span of his life within the 
state, entrusted him with public office, City Attorney of Virginia City, 
County Attorney of Madison County, Governor, State Representative and 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court (1938-19389). To this date he alone, 
in Montana’s history, has the unique distinction of serving in all of the 
three branches of our state government. His public services are the sub- 
ject cf commemoration in Volume 109, Montana Reports, page IX, and, 
within the compass of this memorial, we cannot better express the feeling 
of Montana’s citizens then to quote these words therefrom: 


“He was a man of courage when courage was required but 
always seemingly intent upon establishing and promulgating the 
great Christian principle of trying to make clear in public, private 
and judicial life the doctrine which is described as the great Com- 


mandment: ‘Love ye one another’.”’ 


We think of him under the impulse of that very thought of and from 
him. 


John Charles Sheffer served Treasure County as its Representative in 
two consecutive legislative sessions, the Twenty-first in 1929 and the 
Twenty-second in 1931. He was born at Mt. Blanchard, Ohio, June 6, 
1863 and came to the great northwest. He first located at Elmore, Minne- 
sota in 1887, and there he was united in marriage to Miss Louise Wolfe 
on May 6, 1888, and theirs was a union of unusual felicity. He was made a 
Mason at Elmore and had been a member of that order for more than 
fifty years when he passed to the lodge eternal on November 25th, 1940. 


He and his wife had been members of the Eastern Star fifty years in 
March, 1940. They were charter members of the O. E. S. at Rolph, Iowa, 
where their enthusiasm and loyalty nourished the new organization. 


The only hobby Mr. Sheffer had was to help his brother Masons to 
live up to the teachings of the Order. He loved this work and truly min- 
istered to the fraternity. 


Mr. Sheffer studied medicine and attended the Iowa Medical College for 
a year. All of his life he was very much interested in the medical pro- 
fession and this interest was reflected in his sympathy for the whole 
human family. 
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For twenty-five years Mr. Sheffer served as agent for the Northern | 
Pacific Railway company at stations in Montana—Billings, Meyers and | 
principally at Sanders, in Treasure county. His long service is eloquent of | 
its satisfactory character. 


In this Hcuse, Mr. Sheffer’s kindly nature, won him warm friends and © 
an influence that was conciliating in our deliberations. i 


Charles A. Rasmusson represented Dawson County in three legislative | 
sessions, the Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth, covering the years, 1915, 
1917 and 1919. Born in Denmark on January 17th, 1876, Mr. Rasmusson 
was brought to the United States as a small child and in 1902 he married 
Bessie Andrews of Iowa, a talented descendant of a long American line, 
whose forbears served in the Revolutionary Army. Here he became a 
citizen and when thirty-one years of age, in 1907, he came to Montana and 
soon located in Glendive. There he advanced rapidly, becoming publisher | 
and owner of the Dawson County Review. His paper, edited on a high | 
plane, enjoyed great influence in eastern Montana, and brought its public- 
spirited owner to the favorable attention of the state as a whole. 


In the legislature, Charles Rasmusson, always an ardent Republican, 
won support for his causes by a sense of fair play and a genial tact that 
gave him an entree in any group. 


Following his service in the House of Representatives, Mr. Rasmusson | 
became Collector of Internal Revenue for Montana by appointment from — 
President Harding and continued in that high Federal office for nearly 
eleven years, from 1922 to 1933. His record there justified every confid- 
ence and after a change in national administration, to his appointment as 
United States Probation Officer under the jurisdiction of the United States 
District Court for Montana, in which duty he was serving at the time of 
his death in December, 1989. Charles A. Rasmusson will remain an in- 
spiring example of the self-made American, proof that industry and 
nobility of character increases the stature of a man anywhere on earth. 


Now, mindful of the virtues of those who preceded us here and whom 
we soon will follow, 


Be it Resolved by the Members of the House of Representatives of 
this Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, that 
we are grateful for the memory of the departed, whose examples give us 
strength at a time when the souls of men are being tried in one of the 
epochal upheavals of mankind, and we make firm determination to achieve 
therein another great advance in the nobility of brotherhood, and toward 
inviolability for the dignity of the human soul. 


Be it Further Resolved, that this memorial be tendered to the relatives 
and friends of our late predecessors, as our expression of deep sympathy 
in their, and our bereavement, and that it be recorded on the Journal of 
this House of Representatives.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE 


The Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


It is not my purpose to deluge your Honorable Body with special 
Messages concerning matters that deserve the attention of the Legislative 
Assembly, but there are some problems connected with our educational 
system that urgently demand your consideration and I ask your sincerest 
attention to them with a view to correcting existing shortcomings. 


Let me refer, first, to conditions involving the physical plant at the 


' Montana State College at Bozeman. Many of the buildings at this in- 


stitution are very old and inadequate for the housing of the students who 
have quadrupled in number since the structures were erected. I may in- 
stance the chemistry building, which was constructed in 1918, when there 
were only 340 students in the institution. Today, with nearly five times 


that total of students, the quarters are manifestly insufficient and the 


work of the college is sorely impeded if not actually impaired by existing 
conditions. It is certainly not too much to say that the situation is de- 
plorable and one that should enlist the sympathy of every friend of higher 
education in the state. 

You know, of course, of the failure of the proposed bond issue at the 


last November election, and you need not be reminded that something 
must be done promptly if we are to meet our obligations to the institution 


_ and to all those who wish to enroll there. 
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Then there is the situation at the Northern Montana College at Havre, 
where the rapid growth of the comparatively new institution has placed 
it in a position where its good work is seriously hampered for lack of 


class rooms and in other ways. Being the only institution of its kind | 
in that great area which we commonly refer to as Northern Montana, — 


it is worthy of our enthusiastic support if it is to be continued at all. 


Montana has established it and therefore, as in the case of the State College, | 


it is the duty of Montana to provide adequate support. 


Without attempting to argue further a proposition that must appeal | 
to every friend of education in the Assembly, I venture to recommend that | 
your Honorable Body appoint a special joint committee whose duty it will | 
be to visit these two institutions, make a comprehensive survey of condi- | 
tions and report to this session such recommendations as the committee | 
may deem justified by the situation revealed by its investigations. By | 
doing this at this early date, some solution may be arrived at that will | 
render a great service to the college and consequently to the many hun- | 


dreds of those enrolled therein.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE 


The Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


Herewith I am returning House Bill No. 53, entitled: “An act to amend 
Section 9246 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, with relation to the 
duty of the Court to require security upon granting injunctions or re- 
straining orders”, without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


With the exception of one word this bill is a re-enactment of Section 
9246, Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, and upon the attempted change 


in the law as it stands is my disapproval centered. This section now pro- | 
vides that “on granting an injunction or restraining order, the court or | 


judge may require . . . a written undertaking”’, etc., whereas, the pres- 
ent measure, House Bill No. 53, provides that the court must require such 
an undertaking by the party seeking injunction or restraining order. 


Looking into the history of the existing statute, I find that it had its 


original enactment at Bannack, in Montana’s earliest days, and that it has 


been repeatedly re-enacted up to the present day. 


In all these years, I venture to assert, there have been very few 
instances of abuse on the part of the courts, nor have I heard in all my 


practice any serious complaints on the part of litigants because of alleged | 


‘abuse of the discretionary power conferred in Section 9246. 


In the light of these facts it does not seem necessary at this late | 
date to convert the discretionary power into a mandate which the court | 
must follow regardless of any of the circumstances surrounding a par- | 
ticular case. Discretion should be left to the court or judge to determine | 


whether an undertaking is required. 


Feeling that the time-tried statute is sufficiently protective, I am con- 
strained to withhold my approval, and House Bill No. 53 is therefore 
returned to your honorable body.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE 


The Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


With no slightest desire to encroach upon the prerogatives of your 
Honorable Body, I desire to call your attention to a matter that has im- 
pressed itself upon me in connection with consideration of measures that 
have come to me for consideration after final action by both Houses of the 
Assembly. 


In reading these Bills it becomes apparent that the vast majority of 
them are so framed:as to take effect “upon their passage and approval.” 
This, it seems.to me, while not a violation of the letter of the statute, goes 
contrariwise to the spirit of the law as expressed in Section 90, Revised 
Codes of Montana of 1935, which says: 


“Every statute, unless a different time is prescribed therein, takes 
effect on the first day of July of the year of its passage and approval.” 


Originally the statutes prescribed that there should be a lapse of only 
twenty days between approval and the date of effectiveness of a bill, but 
in 1921 the law was amended to its present provision and thus has stood 


for twenty years. 


The reason for this time lapse must readily be apparent to all of you. 
Our session laws cannot be published by the printers before midsummer, 
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and it is therefore virtually impossible for the attorneys, who of all persons | 


are supposed to be acquainted with the law, both ancient and recent, to 
acquaint themselves with the changes that have been decreed in many of 


the statutes existing prior to the meeting of the latest session of the | 
Assembly. This takes no account of the average citizen, who is schooled | 


in the maxim that ignorance is no excuse before the law. 


To be sure there are cases of emergency in which it is wise and proper 


for the Assembly to provide for instant effect of a measure, but in the | 


case of most of our legislation there seems no adequate reason for making 


it take effect immediately. I believe it to be a wise provision that a period | 
of approximately four months should elapse, in order that the people and — 


the attorneys may have some opportunity to acquaint themselves with legis- 
lation affecting their property and perhaps their well being. 


This message is addressed to you not in a spirit of faultfinding, but to | 


present to you a side of the situation that may not have received your 
serious consideration. I would that every measure passed by this Assembly 
might take effect on July 1, save and except in instances where an emerg- 
ency demands immediate effectiveness for a measure. This should not 
apply to the repeal] of the so-called “Hitler Bill.”

Mr. Speaker: 


We, your Committee on Fish and Game, having had under consideration 
House Bill No. 364, respectfully report as follows: That House Bill No. 364 
do not pass, but that Substitute House Bill No, 364 introduced by Committee 
on Fish and game, 


A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to amend Sections 3688, 3694 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1935, and to amend Sections 3685 and 3685.3 of

“Section 5. Each and every manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, as- 
sociation, corporation, or persons selling, offering or exposing for sale, or 
distributing any concentrated commercial feeding stuffs as defined in Sec- 
tion 1 of this act shall pay annually a registration fee of $1.00 for each 
brand registered. For the purpose of defraying the expenses connected 
with the sampling, inspection and analysis of concentrated commercial 
feeding stuffs sold or offered for sale within this state and for other items 
incident to carrying out the provisions of this act, all corporations, firms 
or persons engaged in the manufacture of concentrated commercial feeding 
stuffs sold in this state shall on or before the first day of August of each 
year, make statement under oath, in due form of law, which shall be filed 
with the Commissioner of Agriculture and which shall set forth the number 
of net tons of such concentrated commercial feeding stuffs sold or dis- 
tributed in this state during the preceding calendar year; and upon such 
statement shall pay to the State Treasurer the sum of five cents (5c) per 
net ton of two thousand pounds. Each applicant for a certficate of registra- 
tion shall include in such application a permit granting to the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, or his duly designated representative, permission to 
verify from applicant’s records such applicant’s statement of tonnage.” 

After Section 5 insert a new section to be designated Section 5-A 
reading as follows: ‘ 


“Section 5-A. The registration and fee as provided in this Section 
shall not apply to any feed mixed according to a formula furnished by a 
consumer; provided, that all such packages of feeds mixed according to a 
formula furnished by the consumer shall be plainly marked or tagged on 
the outside of the package with the words “Mixed-to-Order’, together with 
a statement of the name and amount of each ingredient contained therein. 
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Such sales shall be subject to an inspection tax of five cents (5c) per ton. 
For the purpose of computing or ascertaining the amount of this inspection 
tax, a statement, under oath, shall be filed on or before the 1st day of 
August of each year with the Commissioner of Agriculture giving the total 
number of tons sold during the preceding calendar year in this state. 


If any person, firm or corporation subject to the provisions of this 
subsection shall fail to label the packages as provided for or shall fail to 
pay the inspection taxes within thirty days after the close of the period, 
for which such tax is due, such person, firm or corporation shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, punished by a fine for 
each violation of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and not more 
than two hundred dollars ($200.00).”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE ON STATE GOVERNMENTAL OR- 
GANIZATION TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE AND THE 
SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
TWENTY-SEVENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 
OF MONTANA: 


Pursuant to the provisions of House Joint Resolution No. 1, which 
reads as follows: 


“A resolution providing for the creation of a joint committee from the 
House of Representatives and the Senate of the State of Montana for the 
purpose of studying and investigating the present governmental organiza- 
tion of the State of Montana in all its departments, with a view to the 
recommendation of legislation at this present session of the Twenty-seventh 
Legislative Assembly for decreasing government agencies, effecting con- 
solidations of services where compatible with the public service, insuring 
economies in operation, and elimination of alleged emergency powers, func- 
tions, and bodies.” 


Your Joint Committee begs leave to submit the following report: 


Inasmuch as this Assembly has under consideration Senate Bill No. 59 
and House Bill No. 207, each of which authorize a commission to make a 
much more thorough and complete study along the same lines of the com- 
mittee appointed under Joint Resolution No. 1; and inasmuch as that com- 
mission will have two years in which to make its study and report and 
as this report has to be made after the time limit for introducing bills to 
the Assembly, and during.a time when the members of this Committee are 
very busy with other legislation, it seems best that this report should be 
confined largely to economies that can be made by executive order. Those 
economies that require legislation and constitutional amendments for the 
most part should be considered by the commission appointed under either 
of the bills referred to. This report will, however, attempt to make some 
Suggestions to that commission. 


_ Our present Governor of the State of Montana, in his message de- 
livered to the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly, made the following 
pertinent statement: 


“May I direct your attention to the great increase in offices, depart- 
ments and employees during the past several years, and resulting therefrom, 
an alarming growth in the cost of our Government. With this has come 
needless and expensive duplication of service. There is a pressing need for 
the re-organization of our entire State business structure, involving con- 
solidation of offices, boards, departments and particularly, functions of 
Government; the eliminating of duplications; better coordination and 
strengthening of administrative responsibility. If we have the will and 
courage for it, retrenchment can be had without impairing any essential 
Governmental function.” 
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NEED FOR RE-ORGANIZATION LONG RECOGNIZED 


The need for re-organization of the Montana State government has been 
recognized for more than twenty years. The Sixteenth Legislative Assembly 
provided for the creation of a State Efficiency Commission which made 
its report to Governor S. V. Stewart, November 1, 1919. Although analysis 
of the State Governmental structure was made with certain definite recom- 
mendations for re-organization and improvement in efficiency, few of the 
recommendations were put into effect. Similar re-organizations have been 
recommended regularly by other incoming Governors with very little ever 
having been accomplished. Several states, notably Illinois, Minnesota, 
Rhode Island, Kentucky, Indiana, Michigan, Massachusetts and Nebraska 
have, within the past few years, effected a complete re-organization of their 
state government. 


The State Legislative Assembly has created many of our State Bureaus 
and Offices in response to persistent popular demands. The state is fre- 
quently required to enter into a new activity on account of growing popula- 
tion and development of resources. Additional supervision, or regulation 
by pals authority is demanded to furnish more adequate protection to the 
people. 


But, the Legislative Assembly is very often betrayed into an illogical 
position. A new office, or bureau, is frequently created to perform a func- 
tion closely related to the work already being done by an existing office or 
bureau, when instead of creating a new office or bureau, the legislature 
should have provided for the necessary extension of power of an existing 
office. 


Constitutional limitations make any immediate or complete re-organ- 
ization impossible. Constructive progress, however, demands the formation 
and acceptance of a more efficient organization plan which may be fol- 
lowed in a long-time program. Necessary constitutional amendments will 
have to be submitted later and legislative changes should conform to the 
accepted plan for re-organization. 


Most of the boards, commissions and officials have no connection with 
each other, in spite of the close relationship of purpose. About the only 
link that binds them to centralized control of State Government is the ap- 
pointing and reviewing power of the Governor. 


Constitutional elective executive officials have no correlating connection 
with any of these groups except as individual members of boards and com- 
missions. It would seem to us entirely possible and practical to form 
groups or departments of related agencies, probably around, or based upon 
our present constitutional boards and offices. 


EXECUTIVE RESPONSIBILITY DIFFICULT 


The Governor is vested with the supreme executive power of the state 
and it is his duty to see to it that the laws are faithfully executed. Yet, a 
number of departments, boards, and commissions have little or no direct 
connection with the Governor, and in other instances, the lines of authority 
are not set up clearly. Even if the Governor had the authority with which 
he is nominally vested, it would be impossible for him to keep in touch with 
all the boards, commissions and offices that at the present exist, let alone 
to supervise and coordinate their activities. It goes without saying that 
the Governor cannot supervise all activities of the executive office and act 
as a member of fourteen or more boards, many of whose activities are to 
a large extent comparatively unimportant and on which his membership 
bears no more weight than that of any other member of the Board. He 
must spend a great deal of time taking care of the petty details of the ad- 
ministration of the various boards of which he is a member. A much more 
effective administration could be obtained by placing such activities under 
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some existing department which is indirectly responsible to the Governor, 
through its department head. 


So far as elective officers are concerned, (six outside of the Governor) 
it is impossible for the Governor, or any other body, to exercise control 
over them, since they are responsible to the voters of the State, rather than 
to the Governor or the Board of Examiners. Present day administrative re- 
organization is providing for fewer elective officers, usually only three in- 
cluding the Governor. 


WEAKNESS OF ADMINISTRATIVE BOARDS 


A system. of Government composed largely of boards and commissions 
is a decided weakness in the present administrative set up of the state. 
Boards and commissions are advisable when determining policies and con- 
sidering questions requiring deliberation and discussion. However, for pur- 
poses of administration where quick energetic action is desired, a board of 
commission constitutes the very poorest type of administrative unit. 


The abolition of all present boards and the combining of like activities 
into a limited number of departments, with, if necessary, a limited number 
of advisory boards to pass upon policies requiring deliberation, would be of 
much advantage for efficient administration. All closely allied functions 
should be grouped into one department in order that these activities might 
be properly supervised and coordinated. The duplication of like activities 
should be eliminated as far as possible. 


NEED FOR A SYSTEM OF PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION 


The State has no definite system of personnel administration. The 
Board of Examiners or Governor may discharge any employee of the State, 
for reason. All department heads have varying degrees of control over 
employees in the department; some can hire and fire at will, sometimes 
with only a mere semblance of reason. After each election, each newly 
elected officer usually brings with him an entire new staff, or else he builds 
up a new staff as soon as possible after election, by weeding out former 
employees as rapidly as he can and still maintain some sort of office con- 
trol. Such a procedure results in a total or at least partial periodic disrup- 
tion of the State, administrative machinery. Under such conditions the 
State cannot hope to operate efficiently. A personnel system should be 
built up, based upon a graded scale with salary and promotion based upon 
efficiency and experience. 


CONSOLIDATION OF FUNDS 


Timely at this point because of the passage of House Bill No. 10 is 
the subject of funds. The State Legislature of Montana has set up a 
multiplicity of funds, the existence of some cannot be justified. The man- 
datory provisions for a great many fund accounts is not to be recommended. 
A great many accounts build up funds for a particular activity or purpose, 
while equally important funds must suffer on account of insufficient re- 
sources. The greater the number of funds the more difficult is an adequate 
system of budgetary control. A great number of funds complicates the 
works of the accounting departments and render more difficult the ascer- 
taining the exact status of the Treasury. 


In addition to the great number of state funds, there are now some 
thirty Federal trust funds handled by the Auditing department. Insofar as 
is possible, it is advisable that all revenues accrue to the general fund, and 
that various activities of the State be considered upon their own merits 
when the funds of the State are made available for expenditure through 
legislative appropriation. In other words, the expendible revenue funds 
should be limited to the general fund and a limited number of special rev- 
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enue funds. The number of special revenue funds should be limited to in- 
pence where circumstances peculiar to their creation necessitate specific 
un Ss. 


In Montana, in addition to the general fund with its some thirty-five 
subsidiary revolving funds, there are about seventy-eight special funds, 
fifteen permanent funds and twenty-one investment funds, twelve funds of 
various self-supporting activities, the receipts of which are not turned into 
the State Treasury, twenty-one bond redemption and sinking funds and 
numerous contingent cash advance accounts to State institutions and de- 


| partments. 


FINANCIAL ORGANIZATION CUMBERSOME 


The financial organization of the State abounds with overlapping and 
conflicting duties of various departments. For example, the State Ac- 
countant examines the accounts of the state institutions, yet the State Ex- 
aminer and the State Auditor are both vested with the same authority. 


In Montana, the pre-audit of claims is cumbersome and is duplicated 
by different departments. <A partial audit is carried on by the Board of 
Examiners and by the State Auditor. The examination made is incom- 
plete and a duplication of work is done by the two departments. The ex- 
amination made consists merely in ascertaining that a sufficient unexpended 
balance exists in the appropriation. 


Signatures of at least two members of the Board of Examiners is re- 
quired by all claims before being presented for payment. This require- 


- ment is merely a gesture, since in practice a rubber stamp is used for the 


purpose in the office of the Board of Examiners. The Board of Examina- 
tion procedure is another step through which claims must pass before being 
presented for payment. It serves no purpose other than slowing up the 
payment of claims. It is believed that most of the difficulty and ineffi- 
ciency indicated will be given careful consideration under the provisions of 
S. B. 59 and corrective measures will be proposed. 


In conformity with Joint House Resolution No. 1, your committee has 
the following specific recommendations to offer: 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We feel that under executive order there could be some consolida- 


tion and coordination of accounts for the various institutions, boards and 


departments, that maintain their own accounting staff, which are checked 
by both the State Accountant and State Examiner. We have a State Audi- 
tor, State Examiner, State Accountant and a State Purchasing Agent 
checking each other. We feel not all this is necessary. We recommend 
that the State Auditor refuse to issue warrants for purchase of supplies by 
the State unless approved by the Purchasing Agent. This would give the 
State Purchasing Agent a control of funds spent for supplies which we feel 
it was intended this office should have. We further recommend for con- 
sideration of the Committee appointed under Senate Bill 59 or House Bill 
207, the appointment by the Governor and under his direct supervision, a 
comptroller to have charge of all fiscal affairs of the State of Montana. 


2. At present, the Board of Equalization, takes care of most matters 
relating to revenue and taxation. However, the State Auditor collects in- 
surance and investment taxes. The Public Service Commission collects 
certain fees and licenses. The Department of Agriculture collects other 
fees and licenses. We believe there is opportunity for more centralization 
and coordination of these activities but legislative action would be required. 


8. The following agencies have to do with milk: Dairy Division of 
the Tekipamerit of Agriculture, Livestock Sanitary Board, Milk Control 
Board, and the Board of Health. The Milk Control Board is a price fix- 
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ing and fair trade board. If we are to have fair trade practices and price . 


control boards, it is our belief that they should be centralized under the 


Trade Commission. It seems to us the activities of the Dairy Division, | 


the Board of Health, and the Livestock Sanitary Board, as regards milk, 
could all be handled by the Livestock Sanitary Board. 


4, Under the Railroad Commission we have gasoline inspection. We | 


also have gasoline inspection under the Weights and Measures branch of 


the Department of Agriculture. We also have certain checking of gasoline 
sales by the Board of Equalizaticn. It seems to us that all gasoline in- | 


spection could be centralized in the Board of Equalization. 


5. We recommend the elimination of electrical inspection under the 
Public Service Commission as we believe this inspection is done by insur- 


ance companies and municipalities. This can probably best be done by | 


doing away with the appropriation. 


6. The Department of Agriculture, the Highway Commission, the Un- ) 
employment Commission and Public Welfare Commission all maintain pub- | 
licity divisions. We recommend the elimination of these publicity depart- | 


ments, unless specific appropriations are made to support them. 


7. We recommend complete coordination of Montana’s legal staff un- | 
der the Attorney General. At present attorneys are employed by the Board | 
of Equalization, the Highway Commission, Public Service Commission, Mon- | 
tana Trade Commission, Unemployment Compensation Commission, Liquor | 
Board, Conservation Board, and the Industrial Accident Commission. We | 
believe that the Attorney General’s staff can handle most of the work now. 


performed by these attorneys. We recommend all legal work done by at- 
torneys for the State of Montana should be under the direct supervision of 
the Attorney General and outside attorneys should only be employed with 
the Attorney General’s approval. 


8. The Welfare Department maintains a Research Division and a Pur- 
chasing Division. We believe the Purchasing Division could be eliminated 
and this work carried on by the State Purchasing Agent. Considerable 
economy could be had in research and statistics with a smaller staff. 


9. We recommend that payments under general relief be very greatly | 


curtailed in this time of employment for all who want to work. This saving 
would make possible increased payments on old age assistance and other 
forms of public welfare. 


10. In the State Superintendent’s office, there is a State supervised _ 


correspondence school. This correspondence school division, if confined to 
the scope for which it was created, would require a much lower appropria- 
tion. 


i We recommend that the Temperance Commission with the budget 
of $5,000.00 be eliminated, unless some real results can be assured. 


_12. We recommend a study of the Highway Department under Senate 
ue No. 59 and House Bill No. 207, for the purpose of reducing operating 
costs. 


13. In the Liquor Board, we recommend the elimination of this Assist- 
ant Administrator. We believe the salaries in the liquor stores should be 
reduced to be more in line with the lowest paid elective county officers 
and with salaries paid workers of like qualifications in private industry. 
We recommend a study of our present liquor administration to see if 
economy could be had by the elimination of some retail liquor stores. 


14. At the present time, the custodial institutions have superintendents 


for the most part that are experienced scientific men. These men are 
doing a good job in their respective lines, but they are not necessarily 
business executives. We think that a saving in most of the custodial in- 
stitutions could be had by the appointment of a business manager. We 
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think the savings would result in many times the salary of such a business 


manager and would relieve the superintendents of details for which they 
are neither experienced or qualified and allow them to give their talents 
and time and energy to the inmates of these institutions. This applies 
especially to the Hospital for the Insane. 


15. The State Depository Board, composed of Governor, State Treas- 
ury, and State Auditor has never functioned. This board has control of 
the deposits of all state moneys and we believe it is a necessary board and 
that its duties are important to the State and it should function. 


16. We suggest a study of State insurance and that the average rate 
for fire protection net exceed fifty (50c) cents, risks and valuations con- 
sidered. Our investigations show there are some 900 buildings insured at 
this time. The yearly premiums averaged $56,662.00 in fourteen years; 
the average loss has been $2,065.41; over the 14-year period the total loss 
has been $28,915.00; the total premiums paid have totalled $450,091.00. 


17. We recommend the repeal of the statues relating to the Veterans 
Welfare Commission. This Commission is not essential. 


18. We recommend a constitutional amendment providing that the 
clerk of the supreme court be appointed by the court rather than be elected. 


19. We recommend a more clearly marked line between the powers 
and duties of the State Department of Agriculture and those of the Ex- 
periment Station and Extension Service. The first should be confined to 
regulation, the latter to research, investigation and education. 


20. We recommend that the Powder Magazine Inspector be transfered 
from the office of Fire Marshall to the Bureau of Public Safety under the 
Industrial Accident Board. This will take legislative action. 


21. We recommend that the State Board of Examiners, commencing 
July 1, 1941, and not less than once each three (8) months thereafter, re- 
quire each elective and appointive officer, board, commission and depart- 
ment to justify the size of its staff, the salaries therefor, and the expenses 
of the particular office or department; and that the board notify each such 
office or department that it will not approve claims against appropriations 
for such ensuing quarter in excess of a maximum percentage of appropria- 
tions properly allocated for the quarter. We further recommend that such 
board refuse approval to any claims not authorized in advance by the board. 


It is our thought that the language in every appropriation bill, to-wit: 
“so much thereof as may be necessary” authorizes and requires the State 
Board of Examiners to determine the necessity for expenditures under, and 
notwithstanding, the legislative appropriation. In line herewith, we recom- 
mend that the following clauses be inserted in appropriation bills for state 
offices, commissions and departments: 


“Bach and all of the above appropriations are maximum appropriations, 
and they shall be, and are hereby made, subject to the following conditions: 


“(1) In the case of all departments, boards, bureaus, commissions and 
agencies which are authorized to and do collect, or are in receipt of license 
fees or charges, or cther revenues (whether the same are to be included 
in the general fund or otherwise), the State Board of Examiners is hereby 
authorized and required to decrease any of the foregoing maximum appro- 
priations at any time to prohibit expenditures by such departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions and agencies, in excess of the income or revenue 
accruing to the general fund by and through such license fees or charges, 
and to limit expenditures under such accruals in all proper cases where there 
is a direct relation between the duties of such departments, boards, bureaus, 
commissions and agencies, and the income from license fees and charges. 


“(2) In all cases the State Board of Examiners is authorized and 
directed to limit expenditures under the maximum appropriations above, 
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provided whenever, any condition, including insufficient income, arises dur- | 
ing the biennium for which appropriations are made, which the Board finds | 
may result in an excess of appropriations and expenditures over revenues.” | 


22. We recommend that the Board of Education under the broad general | 
powers with which it is vested by the Constitution and by statute, employ © 
an administrative executive secretary and to delegate to such official the | 
administrative powers of the board, reserving of course the determination | 
of policies, final assumption of financial responsibility, and final action on | 
the major activities of its representative. We recommend that the Legis- | 
lature in its appropriation for the Greater University, and the institutions | 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Education. make adequate provisions | 
for the Board of Education make adequate provisions for the Board of | 


Education and the proposed executive secretary. 


In this connection we desire to call your attention to the following ex- | 


tracts from the Constitution and the Montana statutes: 


Art. XI, Sec. 11, Montana Constitution: “The general control and super- | 
vision of the state university and the various other state educational insti- | 
tutions shall be vested in a state board of education, whose powers and | 


duties shall be prescribed and regulated by law. 
Section 853, 1935 R. C. M., provided: 


“To have general control and supervision of the University of Montana | 


(all six units), and state orphans home, the state industrial school, and the 
state vocational school for girls.” 


“The control and supervision of the University of Montana, as here- 
inbefore constituted (six units named) are vested in the State Board of 
Education, which must appoint a president and faculty for each of the 
various state institutions constituting the University of Montana and such 
other officers, agents and employees for said University of Montana and 
for its competent state institutions as the State Board may deem neces- 
sary, including a chancellor of the University of Montana, whose powers 
and duties shall be such as may be prescribed by the State Board of Edu- 
ation.” 


It will be noted in the above quotation from Sec. 853, 1935 Code, that 
the power to appoint a chancellor has never been repealed. University 
appropriation bills in recent years have carried this provision: “It is further 
provided that the appropriations contained herein shall not be used for 
salary and expenses of a chancellor for the Greater University of Mon- 
tana.” Yet the Board still has the right to appoint an executive secretary 
of the board, a business manager, or such other administrative officers as 
the Board may deem necessary and to confer on such officer the power to 
execute the administrative duties of the Board of Education. As a matter 
of fact the Board has maintained a secretary with rather limited powers for 
several.years at a pro-rated cost of about $6,000 a year. 


BOARD TO PREVENT UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION 
BETWEEN UNITS 


Sec. 855, 1985 Code, emphatically declares that: “It shall be the duty 
of the State Board of Education * * * to take such steps and prescribe such 
rules as may be necessary to prevent unnecessary duplications of courses 
of instruction in the various educational institutions composing the Univer- 
sity of Montana; to investigate carefully the needs of each of said institu- 
tions with reference to buildings, equipment and instruction; to estimate the 
necessary appropriations required for such needs, and to make recommenda- 
tions to the legislative assembly accordingly.” 


Yet it would be absolutely impossible for the Board of Education with- 
out a strong capable administrative agent to carry out the provisions of 
‘this section. iti 
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: The fact that Board members receive no compensation and yet are 
invested with great general and specific powers and duties including the 


- appointment of such officers and employees of the Greater University as the 


board may deem necessary to take care of the active administration in- 
dicates that it was never intended that the Board should be an active 
administrative body. A study of constitutional and statutory provisions 


clearly shows that without a real administrative, executive officer the 


board could not possibly function in an efficient manner. 


The present curriculum offerings at the various units of the University 
are greatly in need of overhauling in the interests of econmy and efficiency. 
Every session the legislature is confronted with the necessity of hastily 
determining the relative needs of the different institutions and adjusting 
their requirements to the available revenue because of the inability of the 
board to comply with its duties prescribed in Sec. 855. 


The present deplorable situation in the Greater University is largely 
the result of the lack of a strong coordinating administrative officer of the 
State Board of Education (call him what you may) putting into execution 
the powers and duties conferred upon and required of the board by law. 


23. We recommend the concentration without duplication in the office 
of the State Examiner, of reports required from counties, cities, towns and 
school] districts relating to status of outstanding bonds, warrants and other 
indebtedness and of bond interest and sinking funds. 


24. We recommend that whenever any application, for travel outside 
the State, is made to the Board of Examiners, such application shall set 
forth the purpose of the travel, the benefit to the state, the number of days 
absence from the state, the means of transportation, and the approximate 
cost of the same. 


25. We recommend that the Legislature investigate the obligations in- 
eurred by the State Armory Board with a view of protecting the financial 
responsibility of the State in relation to obligations already incurred or 
which are being planned. 


26. We advise a study of the duties of the State Board of Entomology 
and the State Entomolgist with the idea of placing all the duties under a 
State Entomologist.

HOUSE BILL NO. 202. INTRODUCED BY COMMITTEE ON 
JUDICIARY. 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Montana of an amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Montana making the terms of office of certain elective 
and appointive officers, not enumerated in Sections 4 and 5 of Article 
XVI of the said Constitution, as amended by the adoption of the pro- 
visions of Chapter 93 of the Session Laws of 1937, conform to such 
amendment by the amendment of Sections 19 and 20 of Article VIII 
and Section 6 of Article XVI of said Constitution, relating to the terms 

_ of office of County Auditors, County Attorneys, Justices of the Peace, 
and Municipal Officers.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Sections 19 and 20 of Article VIII and Section 6 of 
Article XVI of the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended as

hereinafter provided, and that the question of such amendment be submitted | 


to the qualified electors of the State of Montana at the general election to 
be held in November, 1942. 


Section 2. That Section 19 of Article VIII of the Constitution of the 


State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as | 


follows: 


“Section 19. There shall be elected at the general election in each 
county of the state one (1) county attorney, whose qualifications shall be 
the same as are required for a judge of the district court, except that he 
must be over twenty-one (21) years of age, but need not be twenty-five 
(25) years of age, and whose term of office shall be four (4) years, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. He shall have a salary 
to be fixed by law, one-half of which shall be paid by the state, and the 
other half by the county for which he is elected, and he shall perform such 
duties as may be required by law.” 


Section 3. That Section 20 of Article VIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows: 


“Section 20. There shall be elected in each organized township of each 
county by the electors of such township at least two (2) justices of the 
peace, who shall hold their offices, except as otherwise provided, in this 
Constitution, for the term of four (4) years. Justices’ court shall have such 
original jurisdiction within their respective counties as may be prescribed 
by law, except as in this Constitution otherwise provided; provided, that 
they shall not have jurisdiction in any case where the debt, damage, claim 
or value of the property involved exceeds the sum of three hundred ($300.00) 
dollars. 


Section 4. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


“Section 6. The Legislative Assembly may provide for the election or 
appointment of such other county township, precinct and municipal officers 
as public convenience may require and their terms of office shall be as 
prescribed by law, not in any case to exceed four (4) years, except as in this 
Constitution otherwise provided.” 


Section 5. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided by 
Section 678 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, and as provided by 
law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words:

November, 1942. 


Section 2. That Section One (1) of Article Eighteen (18) of the Con- 
stitution be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The Legislative Assembly may provide for a Bureau of 
Agriculture, and a Bureau of Labor and Industry, to be located at the 
Capitol and be under the control of commissioners appointed by the Gov- 
ernor subject to the confirmation of the Senate.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES ON EDUCATIONAL IN- 
STITUTIONS AND AFFAIRS. 


We, your Joint Committee of the Senate and House of the Twenty- 
seventh Legislative Assembly on Educational Institutions and Affairs, ap- 
pointed to make recommendations on the housing situation and school situa- 
tion at the Northern Montana College at Havre, Montana, and at the Mon- 
tana State College at Bozeman, Montana, respectfully submit the following 
recommendations based on our study: 


In our study of the physical plant problems and school conditions at 
the Northern Montana College, we were very much surprised to learn that 
all building that has been done, has been accomplished only in recent years 
and with practically no help from the State of Montana. The college has 
never had a share in any of the bond issues of earlier years, nor has it 
thus far had any direct appropriation for building purposes. 


Probably very few other state institutions in the United States have 
had such remarkable cooperation from the people in the area that the 
college serves. The people of northern Montana recognize the handicaps 
under which this college has been working in the matter of physical plant 
and have given freely of materials, money and services with results that 
have surprised many educators from other states who have visited the 
institution. 


When the college opened on September 24, 1929, classes for the en- 
rollment of 80 students could be held satisfactorily in the old junior high 
school building. At that time, the college was presented with 62 acres 
of land, which was incorporated within the city limits. On this land there 
‘was an abandoned one-story brick pumping station. In 1932 this building 
was remodeled and a second story added at a cost to the taxpayers of 
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$12,587.86. This building, east Hall, took care of the increase in enroll- | 
ment. It is a building 47 feet by 38 feet, with two stories, basement and | 


sub-basement. 


As the enrollment continued to increase, it was imperative that other 
classroom facilities be provided. Pershing Hall, a structure 50 feet wide, 100 | 
feet long, and three stories high, was erected with relief labor, using sal- | 
vaged materials from Fort Assiniboine. The construction of this building, | 
which was completed in 1934, is another remarkable evidence of the faith | 


of Montana people in higher education. In addition to relief labor, citizens 


of Havre volunteered to work in order that the building might be hurried 


through to completion for the ever-expanding enrollment of the next year. 
Over 200,000 bricks were hauled from Fort Assiniboine to the site of the 
building one Sunday when practically every truck in Havre was volunteered 
with a driver provided. The Chamber of Commerce financed the laying 
of brick through script, employing union brick layers at regular scale. 
Finally, when all of the materials and funds were exhausted, the students 
of the college held a rally on the campus to which townspeople were invited 
and the next morning their drive for funds netted the final $1,100.00 needed 
to finish enough rooms so that classes would have a place to meet. In the 
entire construction of this large building the taxpayers of Montana have 
invested only $9,873.96. Surely the people in that area of the state, who 
have shown tangible evidence of such vision, determination, and sacrifice, 
deserve help in furthering the development of the college in its practical 
service to our young people. 


The amazing growth of the college made it necessary to provide a 
place for students to live. Under the program of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, a loan and grant of $200,528.00 was obtained for the con- 
struction of a Women’s Residence Hall. This building is 161 feet by 41 feet 
and four stories high. This beautiful building was erected and is being 
operated without any cost whatever to the people of Montana. The income 
from the very modest charge for room and board maintains the building 
and is paying off the bonds and interest. The building houses 111 women 
and is filled to capacity, with a waiting list. 


Last spring a two-story building 80 feet by 40 feet, which had served. 
as a dormitory at the County Farm, was presented to the college. A WPA 
project for $11,500.00 was immediately provided and here, again, with the 
help of the people of the community, the building was moved in, placed ona 
concrete foundation, and is being conditioned inside and out and enlarged 
for the use of men students as a cooperative dormitory. When completed it 
will be L-shaped with a frontage of 60 feet and a length of 80 feet. There 
will be two stories, a full basement, each floor will have an area of 3,600 
square feet, and it will give excellent living quarters for college men at. 
very low cost. It will be occupied at the beginning of the autumn quarter. 
This building also will be the property of the State of Montana without. 
the expenditure of any tax money whatever. It is a necessity for the 
men of the college; and the college students, as well as the townspeople, 
have felt that it must be completed. 


When, this, the fourth building, is finished, the college will have a 
physical plant valued at over Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,- 
000.00), but which has cost the taxpayers of Montana only $22,361.82. 


The vital need of the college at present is a classroom building or 
“Administration Building” to be used for instruction of students. This 
building will cost, when completed, approximately $350,000.00, just about. 
the amount that the State of Montana has already been given on this 
campus with practically no expense. We know of no other state institu- 
tion of this size in the United States which is carrying on its work under 
such difficulties. People who have visited the college during the last year 
or two have in many cases been shocked by the conditions under which the 
students have been compelled to carry on professional] studies. The diffi- 
culties group themselves under three headings: too great distance be- 
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tween buildings, unsatisfactory working quarters, and over-crowded class- 
rooms. 


In order to secure space it has been necessary to rent the basement 
of the Presbyterian church, which is down town, one-half mile from the 
buildings on the campus. In this are housed the college library and various 
classrooms. One block away is the old junior high school building in which 


there is a biology laboratory (improvised out of two classrooms) and other 
classrooms and offices. 


Anyone who watches the hundreds of students going back and forth 
on cold days in winter when faces are sometimes frozen, or during heavy 
thaws in the spring or unusually heavy rains, which have actually made it 
necessary to dismiss classes rather than subject students to serious hard- 
ship, will realize the seriousness of the problem. at this institution. The 
college was compelled to take extreme measures of renting space down 
town at a cost of approximately $4,000.00 per year, because there was no 
other way of housing the growing enrollment. 


In some cases students are compelled to work in rooms that have no 
outside windows and no ventilation except hall doors which are kept open. 
Such conditions are serious, indeed. Everyone who has seen the hardships 
that are occasioned by lack of an administration building and the pitiful 
conditions under which students in this growing young Montana college 
are compelled to work feels that adequate quarters must be provided at the 
earliest possible moment for the welfare of these students and for the 
greater efficiency of their professional studies. 


Badly over-crowded classrooms, due to insufficient number of rooms and 
rapid increases in enrollment, have been a hindrance in the progress of 
the college. Not only would the serious handicaps under which this third 
largest unit of the Greater University of Montana operates justify a build- 
ing, but also the rapid growth of the institution and the large territory that 
it serves would make this building necessary. There are indications that 
each year more young people who have been staying at home are deciding 
to enter college here because its graduates find employment. The enroll- 
ment increased 28% in the autumn of 19389 as compared with the pre- 
ceding fall, and then increased approximately 10% again in the autumn 
of 1940. 


As a matter of business-like economy, the additional needs of this 
rather large college are to be planned for one building. There will be a 
maximum need for classrooms, offices, specially-arranged laboratories, 
other working units, and a large library room. An auditorium will also be 
part of this building. Instead of having separate buildings for various 
purposes, this school can meet the imperative needs of its students by 
planning these classrooms and laboratories, offices, ibrary and auditorium 
‘within one building. 


We, your committee, therefore resolve that an appropriation of $350,- 
000.00 be placed on a referendum measure to be voted on by the people 
of the State of Montana at the 1942 general election; also that $7,000.00 
be appropriated by the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly for ventila- 
tion and remodeling of the buildings which it will be necessary to use during 
the following two years. Also that an additional $10,000.00 be appropriated 
for the inclusion of a course of Industrial Arts. We feel that, due to the 
fact that the boys’ classes at Northern Montana College are composed from 
the labor and farm groups of this state, there is a crying need for a proper 
course in manual training, welding, and such arts which will fit them for 
work on the farms and in the shops. 


In our study of conditions at Montana State College at Bozeman, Mon- 
tana. we have found that the present library, situated on the second floor 
of the Montana Hall, so overweights the structure that it is a dangerous 
hazard and if not taken care of in some manner is very likely to cause 
serious damage or accident to the students. Under the present arrange- 
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ment in the library, there is inadequate room and facilities for the student 
research work. We therefore recommend the construction of a new library 
and have received an estimated construction cost of $225,000.00. 


The Chemistry building is carrying a heavy load of students, a total 
of 2289 students made up the chemistry classes during 1939-1940, and at 
present classrooms are being maintained in unsanitary basement rooms 
and a makeshift lecture room has been installed in the attic. This is very 
impractical and results in the students not receiving full value from the 
lectures, especially in chemistry, where demonstrations must be made for 
the classes. Over half of the pupils are so far from the laboratory desks 
during lecture periods, that it is impossible for them to see the demonstra- 
tions clearly. It is necessarily small, and in case of fire would be a definite 
death trap. Their laboratory classrooms are so crowded that about five 
additional periods are required to attain the same teacher load which 
would be normal with an addition to the building. We therefore recom- 
mend for your consideration two wings to be built on the present chemistry 
building, one for a lecture room and the other for additional laboratory 
classrooms. 


The dairy division at present is housed in inadequate and close quar- 
ters in one end of the Chemistry building. This is both unsanitary and 
unsatisfactory from a teaching and actual dem@nstration standpoint. At 
present, a class of 14 is all that can be handled at one time. 


The wool laboratory is at present endeavoring to study in one section 


of an old barn, poorly lighted and entirely too small, and a building which | 


is in such condition that it should be abolished. The purpose of this wool 
laboratory is to determine the proper shrinkage of wool for marketing pur- 
poses. It has been determined in the ordinary sale of wool there is a wide 
variation in shrinkage, to the loss and detriment of the wool growers. The 
gross value of Montana’s 1941 wool clip has been estimated at $10,289.644, 
and the fact that the wool growers of Montana are interested in the type 
of assistance mentioned in this report is evidenced by the fact that they 
have deposited with the Director of the Montana Agricultural Experiment 
Station the sum. of $2,000 to be used to purchase wool testing equipment as 
soon as a laboratory is provided. Services which can be rendered to the 
wool industry of Montana when a satisfactory wool laboratory and equip- 
ment are provided are: 


(1) Evaluate quality of individual fleeces of purebred breeding stock 
for registered growers—a 1% reduction in shrinkage of Montana’s wool clip 
would increase the value of the clip by approximately $99,000.00. 


(2) Determine shrinkage and market values of commercial wool clips 
—through more intelligent marketing of wool, growers should be able to 
increase their returns by at least 25c per ewe or $81,200.00 on the 1941 clip. 


(8) Use facilities of a wool research laboratory for training college 
students, short course students, and commercial wool producers in matters 
pertaining to wools and the wool industry, thus providing increased incen- 
tive for the production of better wool and the use of better methods of pre- 
paring wool for market. 


A small machine has already been installed in the present building 
which removes the dirt from the wool. This dirt amounts to from 30 to 
45 per cent; hence, by eliminating the dirt, much money is saved in freight 
costs and the quality of the wool is greatly enhanced. This may be the 
beginning of processing the wool to its finished scoured state within the 
state, and will mean a saving of hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 
wool industry of Montana. It is therefore our recommendation that a 
separate building to house the dairy industry and wool laboratory be con- 
structed at an estimated cost of $85,000.00 


_ The pattern and moulding shop at present is housed in an old stone 
building of about half capacity for the present engineering courses. This 
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is an old stone structure which was one of the original buildings on the 
campus. The need of two additional classrooms in the pattern and moulding 


shop can be taken care of by adding a wing to the present building at an 
estimated cost of $65,000.00. 


The present service shop and garage are of frame construction, and 
due to their proximity to the Main Hall, are dangerous fire hazards, as the 
floor joists and supports are rotting out very rapidly, and we recommend 
the abolishment of these buildings and the construction of a new service 
shop and garage at the lower end of the campus, where expensive con- 
struction would not be needed. This building can be constructed for about 
$30,000.00 on present costs. The additional requirements of the heating 
plant, boilers and additional distributing line to properly service and heat 
these buildings, is estimated at $50,000.00. 


Our recommendations are not to construct the new mathematics and 
physics building which has been asked for, as your committee believes that 
with the additions heretofore recommended this $190,000.00 request can be 
eliminated. In order to do this and still have the required classrooms, we 
recommend the inclusion of $45,000.00 for repairs and remodeling in a 
contingency fund. This will permit of safeguarding and remodeling of the 
Military Science Hall and the floor and under-structure of the women’s 
dormitory; the remodeling and the building of classrooms in the present 
library; and such additional small remodeling as we have considered. 


Our total recommendation for the Montana State College is a refer- 
endum to be placed before the electors of this state in the 1942 general 
election for the erection of necessary additions and remodeling of the pres- 
ent physical plant in the sum of $690,000.00. 


Undoubtedly there are duplications overlapping in the teaching of 
major educational courses and the lack of correlation can be overcome to 
a large extent by the appointment of an Educational Commissioner. This 
Commissioner in our judgment should first be a man who is an educator; 
second, a man who possesses sound business experience and third, one who 
has the proper amount of tact and diplomacy in regulating and coordinating 
greater efficiency in our state educational institutions. After careful con- 
sideration we believe a man with these qualifications can be found in the 
State of Montana who is capable and will meet these requirements.

“For the second offense of the above mentioned provisions, the penalty 
shall not be less than five dollars ($5.00) or more than ten dollars ($10.00). 


“For the third or subsequent offense, the penalty shall be not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) or more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). 


“On failure of payment of fines, the offender, in cases of misdemeanor, 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail in the county in which the offense has 
been committed, and said imprisonment shall be computed upon the basis 
of a two dollar ($2.00) fine for each day’s incarceration. 


“For the offense of driving’ in a reckless manner, the fine for the 
first offense shall not be less than ten dollars ($10.00) or more than three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) and/or imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term of not less than five (5) days or more than thirty (30) days. 


“For the second offense, the fine shall be not less than three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) or more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) and/or im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a term of not less than thirty (30) days 
or more than six (6) months. 


“For the third offense, the fine shall not be less than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) or more than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) and/or im- 
prisonment in the state prison for a term of not less than six (6) months or 
more than three (8) years. 


“In addition to the above mentioned penalties, upon conviction of a 
motor vehicle driver of any of the above mentioned offenses, it shall be at 
the discretion of the highway patrol board, justice of the peace or district 
court judge to order the offender to refrain from operating a motor vehicle 
for a stated period of time. The penalty upon conviction for driving a 
motor vehicle after such restraining order has been issued shall be from 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) to one hundred dollars ($100.00) and/or im- 
prisonment of ten (10) to sixty (60) days in jail. 


“In the event of such order to refrain from driving, an appeal may be 
had to any court of competent jurisdiction for a review of the order. For 
the purpose of determining second or subsequent offense under the high- 
way patrol law, the forfeiture of bail is equivalent to conviction.

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WHEREAS, said unlawful conduct has brought, and is bringing the 
State of Montana into disrepute and has directed unfavorable publicity and 
notoriety to the entire State; 


BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Representatives of the Twenty- 
seventh Legislative Assembly that a committee of three members of this 
House be appointed by the Speaker of the House, to make and conduct such 
investigation as it, or said committee, may deem advisable within the pur- 
view hereof, for the determination of the true facts relative to the admin- 
istration of justice in the State of Montana, with particular respect to the 
gambling laws hereinbefore referred to; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said committee be authorized and 
empowered to employ the Sergeant-at-Arms and the Law Clerk of the 
House to assist said committee in the determination of the true facts ex- 
isting as to gambling in the State of Montana; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said committee be authorized and 
empowered to require the attendance of any and all witnesses necessary 
in the furtherance of said investigation, and said committee is authorized 
and empowered, through its Chairman, to issue subpoenas to require the 
attendance of any person to testify under oath, including’ county attorneys 
and sheriffs of the State and all other State, County or City officers or 
employees in the State and said committee is further authorized and em- 
powered to require the Sheriff of any county in the State of Montana to 
serve subpoenas issued by it; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said committee be empowered and 
authorized to inspect any and all records in the State of Montana whether 
they be state records, county records or city records and said committee 
shall have the power to request and obtain, and any officer in the State 
of Montana is hereby directed to furnish said committee with copies of 
any and all documents or records that are under the supervision or control 
of such officer, whether he be a state officer, a county officer or a city 
officer. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said committee direct particular 
attention, in addition to the powers hereinbefore granted it, to determine: 


First, whether or not said establishments hereinbefore referred to, are 
now, or have been, openly violating and flouting the law;

ollows: 


SENATE BILL NO. 153 
INTRODUCED BY HAIGHT 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 
11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to 
the appointment, personnel, powers, duties and terms of office of the 
State Board of Education.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the general election to be held in November, 1942. 


Section 2. That Section 11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 11. The general control and supervision of the State Uni- 
versity and the various other state educational institutions shall be vested 
in a State Board of Education whose powers, duties and terms of office 
shall be prescribed and regulated by law. The Board shall consist of 
seven members who shall be appointed by the Governor, subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate, under regulations and restrictions to be provided 
by law.” 


Section 3. That this amendment shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, and 
as provided by law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this 
act and the following words:

The elector shall designate his preference by marking an X in the 
square before the proposition for which he desires to cast his vote. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as is provided by law therefor and if a majority of all votes 
cast at such election for and against such amendment shall be in favor 
of such amendment, the Governor shall so declare by public proclamation 
and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the 
Constitution from and after the date of such proclamation.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
Mr. Speaker: 


We, your Special Committee appointed to investigate the conditions 
existing at the Montana State Hospital for the Insane at Warm Springs, 
submit herewith our report as to the conditions at the instituion. 


The Committee spent one and one-half days and an entire evening 
in an intensive study and careful observation of the conditions existing at 
the Montana State Hospital for the Insane. In many cases sub-committees 
were appointed to inspect different departments in order to investigate as 
fully as possible the conditions in the limited time allotted. At least a 
part of the Committee has inspected practically every ward, the hospital 
and the various buildings connected with the institution, and have observed 
practically every inmate of the institution. Your Committee even con- 
ducted hearings and had testify doctors, nurses, supervisors and guards, as 
well as inmates. We also inspected the dairy herd, the hogs, the horses, the 
poultry farm and the agricultural equipment of the institution, in an en- 
deavor to determine the real needs of the institution. At this time we parti- 
cularly desire to advise the public and especially the relatives of the in- 
mates at this institution of the true facts, but at the same time do not 
desire to cause any undue alarm. 


Your Committee appreciates the gravity of an investigation of this 
kind because thousands of people throughout the state are vitally interest- 
ed in the conditions at the state hospital. We also appreciate the problems 
that confront the personnel of an institution of this kind. We believe that 
we have satisfied outselves as to the true conditions and desire to place the 
same before the public in as fair a manner as possible. Your Committee 
has confined itself to the conditions only insofar as they may effect the 
present situation. Furthermore, your Committee has tried to eliminate 
the personal element in all cases and is making its recommendations purely 
from the standpoint of protecting the welfare of the inmates and the in- 
terests of the citizens of the State of Montana in one of the most important 
insitutions in the state. For his reason names are being eliminated as 
much as possible in this report, as we feel that the conditions from now on 
will be far superior to what they have been in the past. Incidentally, there 
are many rumors in respect to the institution that are unfounded, but on 
the other hand, there are many conditions of a deplorable nature and we 
feel that the public should know the real facts. 


MANAGEMENT. The success or failure of any enterprise depends al- 
most wholly on the management thereof. We heard many divergent views 
as to the proper method of conducting the management of the asylum. In 
institutions of this type two factors always arise. One is the medical or so- 
called psychopathic angle of treating the patients and the other is the 
‘physical end of the plant which has to do with the feeding, clothing, housing 
and care of the patients. Your Committee heard much testimony relative 
to the two angles affecting the case as well as to the proper coordination 
of the same in respect to management as well as to authority. We studied 
as thoroughly as possible the methods used in other states in this matter 
of coordination. As near as we can ascertain, the tendancy in most states 
is toward the employment of a superintendent particularly equipped by 
training and experience in the application of psychopathic treatment. At 
this point, we might state that at the Montana institution already consider- 
able headway has been made in the treatment of patients by insulin and 
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metrozol injections. There seems to be considerable dissention as to the 
relative number of cures or cases of improvement from this method, but 
it would appear from the general acceptance of these treatments by the 
leading institutions that there must be a great deal of merit for their use. 
In addition the Montana institution is endeavoring to give hydro-therapy 
or hot bath treatments which have a tendency to quiet the violent patients. 
At the present time most institutions stress on recreational and occupa- 
tional therapy. In simple language, this means the patients are observed 
to find their particular interests, and when this is discovered, their minds 
are employed in this particular line of endeavor in order to provide recrea- 
tion and occupation fitted to their individual needs. 


Montana, in common with nearly every state, is encouraging the train- 
ing in and study of psychiatry by trained nurses. The Agricultural College 
at Bozeman, the University of Montana at Missoula, and the major nurses’ 
training hospitals of the state recognize and give college credit to those 
taking the course offered at the hospital for the insane. We believe this 
is a commendable practice for through this program graduate nurses are 
being trained in this particular field and at the same time the hospital 
has. the free use of their services which is certainly conducive to the im- 
provement of the nursing facilities of the institution. In addition, these 
nurses pay tuition to take the course at the hospital, thus the hospital bene- 
fits by the services of these trained nurses, which lessens the overhead cost 
and also provides a source of revenue for the hospital. For the above 
reasons the Committee, after a great deal of deliberation, finds that the 
superintendent of the institution should be fully equipped by training and 
practice in psychiatry in order that the patients may receive the latest 
in scientific treatment. We therefor recommend that the Governor or the 
proper board should make an intensive search throughout the country to 
find a MAN particularly equipped and trained in psychiatry and also ex- 
perienced as an executive in institutions of this kind. We find that no other 
MAN would be suitable for the position. The employment of such an ex- 
pert may require more money but we find that in the long run it will bea 
saving in all the departments of the institution to employ such an expert. 


We find that the superintendent should be given the power to employ 
the sub-heads of all departments and have them directly responsible to 
his management. Each subordinate should be thoroughly capable and ex- 
perienced to perform the duties delegated to him. 


We find that the supervisor of the dairy should be trained in animal 
husbandry and capable of managing the dairy herd, the hog ranch, the 
chicken farm, and the horses as well as the truck farming. 


We further find that a man thoroughly capable should be in charge 
of the commissary as there has been much unfavorable comment about this 
department. We cannot lay too much stress on the importance of the man 
in charge as there has been much complaint in the past. Within the past 
two weeks there has been a change in the commissary department and the 
reports already are that there has been an improvement in the food supplied 
the patients. 


FOOD SITUATION. The Committee made a study of the records in 
the office of the state hospital as to the cost of feeding the inmates at the 
institution during the various administrations, during the past twenty 
years. The cost over a four year period, 1919-23, during the administra- 
tion of Dr. Scanlon, per meal, per patient, was 74%c. This cost decreased 
from the biennium 1923-24, to 54%c per meal, per person. For the period 
1924-26 the cost was approximately 6%c per person, per meal. During the 
past 12 years there has been a gradual reduction until the cost per meal, 
per person at the present time is the abnormally low figure of approximate- 
ly 3 3/4c per meal, per inmate, per day. This Committee finds this situa- 
tion absolutely deplorable and unwarranted and that it should be rectified 
immediately, as this rate is lower than that of any similar institution in 
the United States. Upon investigation we find this wholly inadequate to 
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properly care for the mental and physical health of the patients of this 
institution. From the best information obtainable your Committee be- 
lieves that the appropriation should be increased and ear-marked For Food 
for the Patients, in an amount of not less than 7c per meal or approximately 
21e per day, per inmate. This would be fairly in line with similar institu- 
tions throughout the United States, for a like number of inmates. To pro- 
vide the additional food necessary for the four months remaining of the 
biennium 1939-41, a deficiency appropriation of $17,500.00 will be required. 


We further find that the appropriation for each year of the biennium 
1941-43 should be increased over the past appropriation by approximately 
$60,000.00 per annum. 


We believe that the people of Montana should know that the past 
two legislatures were not wholly to blame for the present condition. On 
June 30, 19389, $87,500.00 that had been previously appropriated for the 
maintenance of this institution was allowed to revert to the General Fund 
and the inmates of this hospital deprived of the food that should have 
been purchased with this money. This condition is directly reflected on 
the present situation as that amount of money would have saved a like ex- 
penditure, as this amount of money should have been expended for pur- 
chases of staples that should have been used in the past two years. 


THE QUALITY OF FOOD. In order to stay within the abnormally low 
cost per meal, per day, the institution has furnished a sufficient quantity 
but a very inferior quality of food which is unseasoned and provides a very 
unbalanced diet for persons physically and mentally ill. On February, 25, 
1941, at 6 o’clock, the evening meal, as tasted and inspected by the Com- 
mittee, consisted of plain macaroni cooked in water, baked potatoes which 
were cold and soggy, two slices of poor quality bread, cold tea or skim milk, 
and a small dish of stewed figs. This is a typical evening meal for each 
day of the year, except that beans, rice or barley are substituted for mac- 
aroni. There was no butter or sugar served at this meal. On one occasion 
the Committees saw two pounds of butter served to 145 patients. There was 
some testimony to the effect that the ordinary patient is served meat once 
a week in the form of a stew, and likewise, eggs are served once a week. 
There is a shght exception, however, in the case of patients who are work- 
ing outside, who are served some sort of a meat once a day. Testimony dis- 
closed that the only desert served is pie once a week. 


DIETITIAN. We find that a person thoroughly experienced and 
trained as a dietitian should be employed to supervise the prepraration of 
the meals. The dietitian should be capable of planning and serving s0 
that proper amount of vitamins are provided to maintain the health of the 
patients as is done in similar institutions and a true copy kept of the menus 
served at all meals. We believe that a proper diet will bring about a re- 
covery of many patients and in this manner reduce the number of inmates 
confined at the state hospital. 


REMOVAL OF PATIENTS. We find that approximately 75 children, 
ranging in age from 6 to 18 years, now committed to the state hospital at 
Warm Springs should be tranferred to the Training School at Boulder. We 
also find that from 50 to 60 aged, senile persons are confined to this in- 
stitution. These persons should be returned to their relatives or to the 
counties from which they were committed. The senile cases above mentioned 
are not insane persons and should not be committed to this institution. We 


an recommend that legislation be enacted to prevent future abuses of this 
ind. 


BUILDINGS TO BE RAZED. We find that one old building should 
be razed as soon as adequate quarters are available to the patients. This 
building is beyond repair, infested with vermin to such an extent that the 
same can not be exterminated. Also, this building is a fire hazard and unfit 
for human habitation. 
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We, your Committee, therefore, make the following specific recom- 
mendations: 


hs The employment of a male superintendent, trained and experienced 
in psychiatry and business administration, who has had actual experience 
in the management of an institution of this kind. 


2. That the superintendent have the authority to employ all subordin- 
ates or heads of departments throughout the institution and that they shall 
be directly responsible to the superintendent. 


3. That the quality of the food be immediately brought up to the 
standard of our recommendations in this report and that an immediate suf- 
ficient appropriation be made for this emergency. 


4. The appointment of a competent dietitian so that proper, balanced 
meals will be served in this institution. 


5. The immediate removal of approximately 75 children, ranging in 
age from 6 to 18 years from this institution to the institution at Boulder. 
We also recommend the immediate repairing of the two vacant buildings at 
the Boulder institution for the care of these children, and a proper appro- 
priation for repairing the same. 


6. That approximately 60 senile and aged persons be removed from 
this institution and returned to the counties from which they were com- 
mitted since approximately this number are not insane persons. 


7. We recommend the razing of the old building as soon as suitable 
quarters can be found for the inmates. 


8. We recommend that all new buildings shall be fire-proof and that 
no basements be excavated due to the sub-soil condition in this locality. 


9. We recommend that wherever conditions warrant, relatives of 
patients should be allowed to visit them privately. 


10. We recommend a careful investigation of the practice now going 
on at this institution of the inter-mingling of patients of opposite sexes at 
dances being held there, and its effects on the patients of both sexes. 


11. We recommend the strict supervision of the Commissary Depart- - 
ment. 


12. We recommend that more sanitary conditions be brought about in 
the kitchen and the bakery and that the kitchen be, as soon as possible, re- 
moved from its basement location. 


13. We hereby recommend that as soon as possible all employees of 
this institution be placed on an 8-hour a day basis, with the nurses in at- 
tendance having the preference in this matter. 


14. We recommend the acquisition by lease or purchase of additional 
farm lands for the use of this institution. 


15. We recommend that as fast as possible, the dairy herd be built 
up until it reaches the standard of production to adequately care for the 
needs of the inmates of the institution, and we recommend a material de- 
crease of the number of horses on the farm, since we find, upon investiga- 
tion, that there are twice as many horses as seemingly are required. 


16. We recommend the immediate enactment of legislation, including 
appropriations, necessary to carry out the recommendations of this com- 
mittee. 


17. We recommend and request that this Committee be empowered to 
serve without pay ad interim to investigate and determine whether or not 
the recommendations of this committee are being complied with. 


This Committee wishes to express its appreciation and gratitude to 
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Senator Cotter, who, at the request of this Committee, willingly gave his 
time and effort in order to bring about this investigation. 


Mr. Speaker, we move the adoption of this report, and that a certified 
copy be sent to the Governor, the Attorney General and the Secretary of 
State, and that 250 copies be mimeographed and placed on the desk of each 
Senator and Representative in the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly.

Sir: 

The statutory examinations of the United States Branch of the Pearl 
Assurance Company, Ltd., and its associated companies, the Monarch Fire 
Insurance Company of Cleveland, and the Eureka-Security Fire and Marine 
Insurance Company of Cincinnati are being conducted by the New York 


and Ohio Insurance Department. The State of Alabama, California and 
Massachusets are also represented. 


During the course of the examination correcpondence between Alfred 
L. Merritt, the former manager of the Pacific Coast Department of the 
“Pearl Fleet” and C. 8S. Conklin the former United States Manager of the 


Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. and other officers of the group, was 
examined. 


Letters between the Home Office in London and the United States 
Manager were also read, and by these means and from other sources certain 
facts have been ascertained which are considered to be of sufficient import- 
ance to call to your attention immediately. 


Copies of all letters relevant to this report are attached hereto as 
Exhibit ‘A’’, 

On August 1, 1934 Alfred L. Merritt was appointed the sole managing 
agent of the “Pearl Fleet” consisting of the United States Branch of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. and its two associated companies for the 
pacific Coast and acted in that capacity until January 31, 1939, when he 
became United States Manager of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. 


On January 24, 1985 the Miller Insurance Agency, a corporation of 
which Charles E. Miller, Jr., was president, was appointed General Agent 
of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. for the State of Montana. 
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In 19385 the Montana State Legislature established a State Insurance 
Fund for the purpose of insuring property owned by the state and various. 
political sub-divisions thereof. The act creating the State Insurance Fund 
provided that the liability assumed by the Fund be reinsured in authorized 
insurance companies, 


On June 2, 1935 the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd., issued policy No.. 
4,263,441 under which it reinsured all of the insurance contracts issued or 
to be issued by the State Insurance Fund for a period of three years. 


In his letter of July 14, 1987 to Stewart B. Hopps, Pacific Coast Man- 
ager Merritt states that obtaining this business for the Pearl Assurance 
Company, Ltd. was a political undertaking upon the part of General Agent 
Miller and cost between $15,000.00 and $20,000.00. There is no record of 
any kind regarding this expenditure in either the books of the Pearl Assur- 
ance Company, Ltd. or of the Miller Insurance Agency. 


Shortly after its establishment, opponents of the State Insurance Fund 
started a campaign to abolish it and succeeded in having a referendum 
included in the 1986 election. 


The Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd., through the president of its 
General Agency, Charles E. Miller, Jr., fought the referendum by attempt- 
ing to influence the voters of the state through articles in a controlled news- 
paper and by radio addresses and by endeavoring to elect to the State Leg- 
islature members who would be favorable to the State Insurance Fund. 
However, the referendum was carried and the State Insurance Fund was 
abolished. Thereupon Charles E. Miller, Jr., set about influencing the 
members of the Montana State Legislature to re-establish the State Insur- 
ance Fund and came within one vote of accomplishing his objective. 


Upon the abolishment of the State Insurance Fund the policy of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. was cancelled. However, through the 
influence of Charles E. Miller, Jr.. and R. H. Archerd, an employee of the 
San Francisco Office of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd., the property 
of the State of Montana, formerly covered by the Pearl Assurance Company, 
Ltd. through reinsurance of the State Insurance Fund, was insured under 
a direct policy of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. to the State of Mon- 
tana. Although other reputable insurance companies offered to write this. 
coverage for the State at a rate of 62 cents, the premium secured by the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. was 78 cents per hundred dollars of Insur- 
ance. 


Ordinarily, when a policy covering the same or practically the same 
objects is cancelled and rewritten, a pro-rata return premium is allowed 
the assured. In this case, however, the State of Montana in a written agree- 
ment, attached hereto, as Exhibit “B”, agreed to accept a short rate return 
premium. The difference between the pro-rata return premium and the 
short rate return premium amounted to approximately $40,000.00. In his 
letter of July 14, 1937 to Stewart B. Hopps, A. L. Merritt says, “If any 
one wishes to know how and why we have been able to persuade the State 
of Montana to allow us to retain $40,000.00 to be devoted to straightening 
out their own political turmoil, I could not tell them in detail, the answer 
would have to be in general, the one word—politics—and Montana politics 
in particular’. 


Although A. L, Merritt was fully aware of the fact that the State of 
Montana had signed a written agreement to accept a short rate return 
premium and that as a matter of fact, the State did accept a short rate 
return premium, neverthless, he caused the records of the Pearl Assurance 
Company to show that such return premium had been made on the pro-rata. 
basis. 


The earned premium on the short rate basis was ................ $77,049.98

The difference of $39,809.42 represents money belonging to the Pearl 
Assurance Company, Ltd. which is not accounted for in any manner upon. 
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its records. Actually, this money was allowed to the Miller Insurance 
Agency by the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. to help defray the political 
expenditures mentioned heretofore. On April 19, 1937, A. L. Merritt wrote 
to United States Manager Conklin in regard to this contribution, “This was 
part of the deal with Miller in securing his political influence in negotiating 
the contract with the State and reimbursing him for a portion of his ex- 
penditures in fighting the State Fund referendum”. On May 3, 1937 he 
wrote further as follows, “The difference between short rate and pro-rata 
has been used to clear Miller’s accounts with the Pearl and with me, and 
every one else that he owed money to, presumably”. 


As well as we have been able to ascertain $55,338.97 was spent by 
Miller in fighting the repeal referendum, in influencing the legislature to 
re-establish the State Insurance Fund and in procuring the new policy of 
insurance covering property of the State of Montana. The office of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. in San Francisco and the office of the 
successor of the Miller Insurance Agency in Helena, Montana were exam- 
ined by the California Insurance Department and no vouchers were found 
in either office to support these expenditures. 


From information obtained in the San Francisco Office of the Pearl 
Assurance Company, Ltd. this expenditure was classified as follows.

The funds from which these expenditures were made consisted of premi- 
ums collected by the Miller Insurance Agency and not turned over to the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. The Miller Insurance Agency was entitled 
to a percentage of these premiums as commission, but a large portion of 
the above expenditures was made from money belonging to the Pearl 
Assurance Company, Ltd. 


It appears from the correspondence that A. L. Merritt was not wholly 
aware of the full extent of Miller’s activities until it became necessary to 
install a company employee in the Miller Insurance Agency to conserve 
the money belonging to the Pear] Assurance Company, Ltd. It seems prob- 
able, however, from an examination of the correspondence that he did know 
and through him, the United States Manager and the Director of the Com- 


pany, that Miller procured the State of Montana insurance through his 
political activity. 


SUMMARY 


- The following facts have been ascertained as a result of this examina- 
ion: 


__I—The Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. through its General Agent, the 
Miller Insurance Agency, a corporation, acting through its president, Charles 
KE. Miller, Jr. did engage in actions prohibited by the Insurance Law.—to wit: 
the expenditure, in 1935 and 1936, of sums of money in direct political 
activity to influence legislation and public officials to the advantage of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. and the disadvantage of the people of the 
State of Montana. 


II—Although these acts were committed by an agent of the company, 
acting in the beginning without the full knowledge of any responsible offi- 
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cer of the Company, neverthless, the acts of the agent must be considered 
the acts of the company, since upon obtaining full knowledge of the agent’s 
acts, the company did not discharge the agent but condoned his acts and 
thereafter aided and abetted him. Furthermore, the company has accepted. 
the profit resulting from such illegal acts. 


IJII—By reimbursing the agent for expeditures, illegal for an insurance 
company, the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. has made these expenditures 
its own. 


IV—A responsible official of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd., A. L. 
Merritt, Manager of the Pacific Coast Branch, did cause material false 
entries affecting cash belonging to the company to be made in its books 
of account. These false entries were made with deliberate intent for the 
purpose of concealing the Company’s contribution to the illegal expenditures. 
of its General Agent. 


V—When informed of the false entries, the United States Manager pro- 
tested, but nevertheless, the entries were allowed to stand on the books of the 
company. 


VI—tThe correspondence indicates that the Directors of the Company 
were cognizant of the facts and had given Alfred L. Merritt authority to 
handle the situation. 


ViI—After the commitment of the acts mentioned herein, Alfred L. 
Merritt was promoted to the position of United States Manager of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. 


Section 665 of the Penal Law of New York states that a director, offi- 
cer, agent, or employee of any corporation or joint stock association who 
knowingly receives or possesses himself of any of its property otherwise than 
in payment for a just demand, and with intent to defraud, omits to make or 
to cause direct to be made, a full and true entry thereof in its books and 
accounts, or makes or concurs in making any false entry or concurs in omit- 
ting to make any material entry in its books or accounts, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


VITII—It will be noted that an item of $1,000.00 has been listed among 
the expenditures made by Charles E. Miller, Jr. in 1935 and 1936 as being 
paid to secure the license for the Eureka-Security Fire and Marine Insur- 
ance Company to operate in Montana. However, the first record upon the 
books of Eureka-Security Fire and Marine Insurance Company for a license 
to do business in Montana was made in April 1938 and the amount shown as 
being paid for such license was $459.00. 


IX—Insurance companies are required to keep vital records for a 
period of at least five years. The company has neglected to obtain and 
preserve the vouchers covering expenditures of its funds by its general 
agent, the Miller Insurance Agency. 


The above information is submitted for whatever action the Insurance 
Department considers advisable.

RE: MONTANA STATE FUND 


Referring to my night letter of April 6 and your reply of April TS 
is not surprising that you were unable to follow this situation in detail, for 
it is by far the most involved one that I have yet encountered. 


However, I enclose copy of an agreement that I have executed on behalf 
of the Pearl, together with the Miller Insurance Agency, with the State 
Board of Examiners of Montana. The making of the Agreement could not 
wait any longer or the situation would have been lost as far as the Pearl 
is concerned. My telegram was, therefore, for the records, the same as this 
further explanation. 


Without going too much into detail, after the Montana Legislature ad- 
journed we found ourselves with a potentially bankrupt general agency in 
the State of Montana by reason of the expense incurred in acquiring and 
defending this State business. The only way the Pearl could come out 
whole was by continuing on the line, which at first didn’t seem possible. 
However, through the acumen of R. H. Archerd of this office, it was 
brought about. Although Charley Miller, our Montana General Agent, did 
not have political power sufficient to defeat the referendum on the State 
Insurance Fund, or to put through legislation that would have saved our 
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situation, he did retain influence with the State Board of Examiners suffi- 
cient to accomplish our ends. Without his assistance we could do nothing. 
Miller, on the other hand, had spent about forty thousand dollars of Pearl 
money in leasing and operating a newspaper, radio campaign, and other 
political activities, all without authorization from us or our knowledge, 
until after the contracts had been entered into. 


The thing that I have agreed to in essence means that in order to retire 
these obligations with which the Pearl was tied in by necessity of the 
nature of the whole campaign, we are collecting the short rate cancellation 
under the defunct State Fund policy and applying a pro rata portion of that 
money to a new policy for the State of Montana. The difference of approxi- 
mately forty thousand dollars between short rate and pro rata, retired the 
obligations incurred by Miller, preserving the credit and general reputation 
of the Pearl as well as its Montana and Pacific Coast representatives. 


Charles Miller has been retired from the management of the Miller 
Insurance Agency, which hence forth will be operated by Messrs. Dotson 
and Smith under the old name. We have taken over their agency remittances 
direct to this office and scheduled a plan of payment which eventually will 
liquidate their debts and allow our business in the State to continue to be 
developed in an orderly fashion. 


The alternative would have been a bad debt account which the Pearl 
would have had to mark off eventually as a delinquent balance, and it would 
have been considerably greater than the amount handled in this way because 
-it would have also included amounts owed by the Miller General Agency to 
your Managing agent. Miller was willing to lend his aid in order to clear 
his local debts and keep faith with certain important local people. However, 
he is henceforth to be engaged in the cattle business, which perhaps is just 
as well for the insurance business. 


Mr. Archerd was in Montana working out the deal, and having secured 
the backing of the Attorney General in convincing the Commission that their 
obligation to the Pearl was to go through with the State Insurance Contract 
irrespective of the politics involved, I gave my consent by telephone to the 
execution of the Contract, knowing the changeable attitude of politicians 
and the weakness of our position where the temperamental Charley Miller 
was involved; also because I had reason to believe that Miller at one time 
had led the State Fund to believe that any cancellation on our reinsurance 
contract would be on a pro rata, rather than a short rate basis, and I am not 
now certain that such a letter is not in their files. If that is true we 
have given nothing away that we ever had, and also, irrespective of that 
point, we are coming out of the situation in very fine shape indeed. The 
nine million dollar schedule that we retain is the best business in the State, 
on which the Board rate is sixty cents plus ten cents for the Fallen Building 
Clause Waiver. We are securing a rate of seventy-eight cents on this 
schedule without any supplementary coverages involved. The relatively 
high rate obtained under the Fund was loaded to take care of supplemental 
coverages and the more hazardous school and municipal schedules. 


I wish to draw your attention to the fact that there are two payments 
yet to be made on this new policy. The first, of twenty thousand dollars, 
in July of 1937, will undoubtedly be promptly made because the State Fund 
will have that amount on hand; but the further payment of $24,283.80, to 
be made in July, 1938, will have to be allowed to go over December 31, 1937 
as an overdue account. The State Fund will, on that date, be able to make 
the payment, but are unable to anticipate it. However, on State business this 
is not an unusual situation and we will always be in the clear should any 
hitch occur so that our full earned premium will at all times be in hand. 


As stated before I would like your approval for audit purposes. The 
situation developed unexpectedly and so rapidly that it was not safe to 
delay and it would have been a crime to endanger the very valuable agency 
plant of the Pearl by allowing Miller’s situation to become known. This

Replying to your letter of April 15, we are not certain that we have 
made ourselves clear as to how we have handled the entries for the Mon- 
tana State Fund business. 


At the time the Governor certified to the repeal of the State Fund 
Law on December 2, the Attorney General of the State issued an opinion 
that all liability under the Montana State Fund ceased as of that date. We 
accordingly entered in our December 1986 account, a pro rata cancellation of 
the Montana State Fund reinsurance. Subsequently a new Attorney Gen- 
ie ae an opinion to the effect that Montana State Fund certificates were 
still in force. 


In the meantime the Legislature convened and we deemed it unwise to 
make any move until the session had closed. This session failed either 
to clarify the law or to appropriate funds to pay the balance due the Com- 
pany if the reinsurance was to continue in force. You will therefore note 
that the contract entered into with the State clarifies the status of the 
Company’s liability and that while the Miller Insurance Agency is collecting 
the short rate earned premium under the State Fund Reinsurance, by virtue 
of this agreement we allowed the cancellation to stand on our books on a 
pro rata basis, as entered in our December account, This was part of the 
deal with Miller in securing his political influence in negotiating the con- 
tract with the State and reimbursing him for a portion of his expenditures 
in fighting the State Fund referendum. Actually, if the matter was brought 
into court prior to the signing of this contract we believe the cancellation 
would have had to stand on a pro rata basis and as advised, we are, there- 
fore, giving nothing away. 


Although we have previously stated that the difference between pro 
rata and short rate cancellation of this line was in the neighborhood of 
forty thousand dollars, actually to the Pearl the difference amounts to about 
half of that, or twenty thousand dollars inasmuch as the Miller General 
Agency’s commission of forty per cent, plus our overriding of ten per cent, 
must be deducted. 


We assume from the third paragraph of your letter that the entries 
you are speaking about are in reference to the entering of the new State of 
Montana policy, due to the fact that twenty-four thousand dollars of this 
premium will not be paid until July 1938. As you will note, all entries have 
-been made on our books. The twenty thousand dollar payment should be 
received in July, 1937, before the April 1987 entry of the new premium be- 
comes delinquent, and although our books will actually then show a delin- 
quent balance of twenty-four thousand dollars, we have some doubt as to 
whether this will have to be shown as an overdue balance on our statement, 
due to the signed contract with the State of Montana and the fact that at all 
times we will have more than a short rate earned premium collected. 
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The State fund policy earned, on a pro rata basis, $37,240.56, and the 
losses incurred were $9,567.47. That transaction yields a handsome profit 
to the Pearl, irrespective of the costs that were attached to securing it. 
The new policy represents the best classification, from an underwriting 
standpoint, formerly written under the Fund Reinsurance, and we are get- 
ting more rate than the previously established rate by former carriers. 


We trust that this explanation will be entirely clear to you.

Dear Mr. Conklin: 
Re: State of Montana 


I have yours of April 30 on the above subject, and it seems likely that 
I have not yet made myself clear in some respects. 


- You ask me to “‘send a detailed statement of all the obligations incurred 
by Miller which I am proposing to pay from Company funds.” 


The Miller Insurance Agency is a corporation acting as a State General 
Agency, and I am not proposing to pay nor have I paid any of his obliga- 
tions. Miller paid his own obligations without asking our consent, and 
without our knowledge, and in considerably greater amount than forty 
thousand odd dollars that are represented in this particular matter. Wheth- 
er or not Miller could or would furnish these details, is beside the point. I 
could not require it, certainly. The agency was not a trusteeship running 
to me at any time. I merely sent a bookkeeper up there and took the check- 
signing privilege away from Miller, wholly with his consent and cooperation 
in order to preserve the business and the situation. The debts were either 
paid or incurred by that time. Nor is the use of the expression “from 
Company funds” quite right, although reading my letter would superficially 
make it seem so. These obligations incurred by Miller were paid out of 
funds that were general agency money, in which he as general agent had an 
interest, I as managing agent had an interest, and the Pearl had an interest. 


On the other hand, we had collected from Miller, and Miller in turn 
from the State of Montana, one hundred and ten thousand dollars under 
a policy authorized by an act of legislature subsequently declared invalid 
by referendum, and we were faced with the possibility of having to return 
all of this money if the act were invalid ab initio. The most that we could 
reasonably hope to get out of it was the pro rata cancellation up to Decem- 
ber 2. We re-wrote the line as of December 2 for a term of three years un- 
der the signed Agreement, copy of which I sent you, and allowed a pro rata 
cancellation on the Fund policy. 


The difference between short rate and pro rata has been used to clear 
Miller’s accounts with the Pearl and with me, and everyone else that he 
owed money to, presumably. That difference was never the Pearl’s money, 
although we were temporarily custodians of it. If we had attempted to 
sue for a short rate earned premium under that policy, the most we could 
have gotten would have been a pro rata cancellation. The worst would 
have been a requirement to turn back the entire one hundred and ten thou- 
sand dollars and then try to recover accumulated losses of about nine thou- 
sand dollars. 
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I think you will agree that under the conditions, a truer statement of 
the situation would have been that the State of Montana, by this Agree- 
ment, allowed us to retain that short rate difference and that difference 
had been applied to taking care of part of the expense of defending, unsuc- 
cessfully, the first contract and securing the validation of the second one, 
which is now in existence. 


Under these conditions you may question why I ever thought it necessary 
or in order to ask for your approval because I was clearly within my con- 
tractual rights in handling the situation in this way. Nevertheless it was 
a large and unusual transaction and I wanted a full explanation of it to 
be promptly available because our assured under the first policy was the 
Insurance Fund of the State of Montana, under the second policy it is the 
State of Montana—in a legal sense two different assureds, and further, while 
the property insured is the same property under the second policy that 
was insured under the first, nevertheless the first embraces some elements 
that are not present in the second. Inasmuch as the State Fund allowed 
the municipalities and school districts in the State, if they saw fit to do so, 
to buy their insurance from the State Fund, a few of them did so, paying 
the premium into the Fund from which we in turn collected. 


We believe that Miller’s expenditures on this line run more closely 
to sixty thousand dollars than the forty thousand that we have been 
talking about, and please do not overlook the point that without Miller’s 
help, we would not have been able to secure the signed Agreement of the 
State of Montana Commission to allow us to take credit for that difference. 


As I have said before, we have come out of the deal with the business 
we were after, on a fine basis, and everyone is satisfied, even including 
Miller, in spite of his losses in the transaction, the only concession neces- 
sary being your consent to consider the first policy subject to pro rata 
in view of the re-writing under the second, where the property insured is 
the same and under the same ownership, but shorn of some State and County 
business that was eligible to come in under the first contract. The alterna- 
tive would have been as I said, losing the business to the opposition and 
having a bad agency account to charge off in the end.

STATE OF MONTANA 


This will acknowledge your letter of May 3 under the above caption and 
we wish to thank you for your further explanation regarding this situation. 


Perhaps we have not made ourselves entirely clear and therefore wish 
to refer you to our letter of April 15 on this subject in which we plainly 
stated that as the case is closed and you wish our approval for audit pur- 
poses only, we are conferring with our auditors, Froggatt & Co., Inc., in 
respect of the proper bookkeeping entries. Unless we know the facts and 
figures, it is obvious that neither our auditors nor ourselves are enabled to 
determine what entries on our books are necessary to reflect the transaction 
correctly. As we understand the transaction, you are proposing to charge 
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the company with a pro rata return premium on the Montana State Fund 
business, while on the other hand you are actually paying or crediting this 
return premium to the assured on a short rate basis, the difference be- 
‘tween pro rata and short rate return premium being retained or paid to 
Mr. Miller or the Miller Insurance Agency in order to assist the individual 
or the agency in liquidating certain indebtedness. Obviously our books will 
not reflect the true situation if we enter a return premium on a pro rata 
basis and pay the assured on a short rate basis without some entry or 
entries to account for the difference. Our mind cannot get away from the 
thought that what you are suggesting is not the proper way to record the 
transactions on our books. It seems to us that the return premium should 
be entered on a short rate basis which would be in accord with the credit 
allowed the Montana State Fund and the contribution to Miller or the 
Miller Insurance Agency should be charged off as an expense or bad debt. 
Of course, this would be on a net basis as far as return premium is concerned 
and necessitate a credit from the Miller Insurance Agency for their General 
Agency commission as well as a credit for your overriding commission on 
the difference between short rate and pro rata return premium. 


It all seems so complicated that perhaps we do not follow you and that 
in turn you are unable to follow us. The point to be kept in mind, however, 
is that our books must reflect the actual facts; otherwise, we could not 
lend our approval and we feel confident our auditors would not pass.

Dear Stewart: 


I have your letter of July 6th in which you enclose a copy of letter re- 
ceived by you from C. E. Heath & Co, Ltd. dated June 28th in which they 
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seek more information regarding the handling of the Montana State Insur- 
ance. 


The answers to the specific questions they ask are as follows:— 


(a) What would your full term premium have been? 
Answer: $195,789.73. 


(b) What would the Miller Insurance Agency’s commission on such 
full term premium have been? 
Answer: 40% or $78,315.89. 


(c) What is the amount of your pro rata premium? 
Answer: $37,240.56. 


(d) What amount of premium have the Miller Insurance Agency col- 
lected on a short rate basis? 
Answer: $77,049.98. 


They also inquire whether we are continuing to do business with the 
Miller Insurance Agency in reply to which I would explain that the Miller 
Insurance Agency is a corporation and that Charles Miller, who formerly 
controlled the corporation, has retired from the business, selling his stock 
to Dotson & Smith, formerly minority stockholders but actively engaged in 
the operation of the general agency. Miller’s retirement leaves the gen- 
eral agency in better condition than otherwise and there is no fault to be 
found with Dotson & Smith in any of the difficulties that the general agency 
encountered. 


The Miller Insurance Agency is at present operating on a satisfactory 
basis, although because of its slender financial surplus we have, for the 
time being taken charge of all agency collections direct from this office. 
There is a valuable agency plant in the State of Montana at stake and we 
have done this as a necessary precaution against any imprudence or over 
expansion on their part. Charles Miller is now wholly engaged in the cattle 
business, as you know. 


On the same day on which your letter arrived I received word of the 
decision of the Montana Supreme Court which definitely and finally settles 
this whole question in our favor. For the first time I can now discuss this 
subject in terms of fact instead of what we hope to accomplish. The story 
is so long and so involved that it is hopeless to try to convey it in all its 
details. 


Being a public or state schedule it was necessarily a political under- 
taking on the part of Charles Miller, conceived as a result of the State of 
Montana deciding to establish an insurance fund and seeking reinsurance 
of that fund. The enemies of the State Insurance Act initiated a recall 
referendum and Miller, who had already spent some fifteen or twenty 
thousand dollars in lining up the business, elected to attempt the defeat of 
the referendum measure. Then, after failing in that, came within one vote 
of influencing the State Legislature, which acted last January, to re-estab- 
lish the Fund in spite of the successful referendum against it. 


I have in my file details of expenditures totalling more than $55,000 
and I understand that even this is not the entire amount. The outstanding 
items were for radio time, the purchase of a newspaper and the subsidizing 
of other newspapers, and a large sum that appears from time to time 
simply marked “personal expense.” 


As soon as we learned the dangerously deep water he was getting 
into we immediately took action to gain control of the financial outlay and 
installed our own comptroller in the Miller Agency. This did not at once 
stop the expeditures because Miller had already entered into certain con- 
tracts that had to be either compromised or carried out. 


However, it must be said in his favor that however headstrong in his 
original undertaking, Miller cooperated with us throughout, and the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court bears out the correctness of the position he 
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sought to sustain. Furthermore, after the failure of his effort to get the 
Legislature to re-establish the State Fund and the entire effort and expendi- 
ture seemed lost, we were able with his assistance to secure the now exist- 
ing and validated contract (by the Supreme Court decision) with the State 
of Montana for the continuance of the Pearl on the State business for a 
period of three years from December last. 


The net result is that instead of collecting a premium of $195,000 con- 
sisting of State owned plus county and school district owned properties, 
we collected $110,000 of which only $37,000 could have been retained after 
the State Fund project had been killed by referendum. However, Miller was 
sufficiently astute, pending the fate of the State Fund project, to place an 
underlying policy with the State the terms of which made it effective only 
if and when the State Fund reinsurance policy should be declared void. 


The latter policy excluded county, school and municipal values and was 
therefore in somewhat less amount and at a different rate, being a nine mil- 
lion dollar schedule written at a rate of 78c. This policy became effective 
as of December 2nd, taking up the protection of State property where the 
reinsurance State Fund left off, and it was not until May of this year that 
a formal contract with the State Board of Control was negotiated with the 
help of Charles Miller, definitely agreeing to the continuance of that cov- 
erage for the three year term on the basis of applying the short rate return 
premium portion of the $110,000 collected from the State of Montana on the 
cancelled reinsurance fund policy to apply on the new, the State to pay an 
additional $44,000. 


I think, if it is possible for you to follow the above story in its course, 
that this entire transaction should properly be regarded as one operation. 
It was only because there were two policies of insurance involved and that 
one of these was a reinsurance of the State Fund while the succeeding 
policy was insuring the State of Montana on a direct basis that I felt it 
obligatory to call the attention of the Pearl management to the transaction. 
If we had had to go to court on the matter we could not have hoped to 
retain more than a pro rata under the reinsurance of the State Fund, but 
we were able to persuade the Montana commissioners by virtue of the new 
contract to allow us to retain what amounts to a short rate on that policy 
and to pay $44,000 in addition for the continued protection. 


As I have pointed out, a pro rata cancellation where the line is re- 
written in major part is always in order and is every day practice. In view 
of the expenses that had to be met in the whole operation, however, we were 
able to persuade the State of Montana to allow us to retain that difference 
over and above the ordinary rate we would charge for the protection of the 
State property for the three year term. That difference amounted to 
about $40,000 and has been devoted to retiring most of the obligations in- 
Belgiee by Charles Miller, and keeping the Miller General Agency in solvent 
condition. 


Some confusion of thought has been caused on this matter because of 
the use by Mr. Conklin of the expression “from Company Funds’ in refer- 
ring to the retirement of Miller’s obligations in this manner. In this con- 
nection I want to emphasize that in no sense could these ever have been 
considered Company funds even though we were custodians of this $110,000 
on the reinsurance Fund account. We could have been compelled to return 
all but $37,000 of this had we not been successful in our efforts. 


If anyone wishes to know how and why we have been able to persuade 
the State of Montana to allow us to retain $40,000 to be devoted to straight- 


ening out their own political turmoil, I could not tell them in detail, the | 


answer would have to be in general, the one word—politics—and MONTANA 
politics in particular. We still have counsel fees to pay in an unknown 
amount, perhaps $1,000 or $1,500. 


So now the war is over we have secured the business of the State of 
Montana for a three year term from December 2, 1936 at a premium of ap- 
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proximately $154,000. The accumulated losses on the more than one year 
that we have carried this business, both under the Fund and under the 
present policy, have amounted to about $9,000, and besides being a good 
piece of business we feel thoroughly and definitely justified in everything 
done in connection with it and have the satisfaction of giving the Board and 
its political cohorts in Montana a first class licking. 


It might interest you to know that coincidental with the filing of their 
suit to defeat our purposes, three companies which, I believe, were the Hart- 
ford, the Continental and the North America, proferred their policies in 
lieu of the Pearl policy to the State at a rate of 62c against the 78c which 
we secured. This fact was cited by our counsel in his brief to the Supreme 
Court intended to prejudice them against allowing the Pearl contract to 
continue at the higher rate.

THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into this 15th day of March, 1987, 
by and between the STATE OF MONTANA, acting by and through its 
duly elected, qualified and acting STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS, here- 
inafter called the party of the first part, and PEARL ASSURANCE COM-. 
PANY, LTD., a foreign corporation, duly licensed and qualified to do busi- 
ness in the State of Montana, through R. H. ARCHERD, its attorney in 
fact, and MILLER INSURANCE AGENCY, a corporation, its agent, the 
party of the second part, 


WITNESSETH: 


THAT WHEREAS, the Twenty-Fourth Legislative Assembly of. the

direct loss by fire and other hazards in the event the said State Insurance 
Law, Chapter 179, was declared unconstitutional or the said contract of re- 
insurance held illegal, and 


WHEREAS, said Chapter 179 was referred to the people of the State 
of Montana by referendum petition and was submitted to the voters of 
said state at the general election held on November 3, 1936, and thereafter 
the vote on said measure was canvassed by the State Canvassing Board 
of the State of Montana, and its certificate and findings of December 2, 
1936, determined and found that the people of the State of Montana, had 
not approved said State Insurance Law, Chapter 179, Laws of 1935, and 
thereafter and on the same date the Governor of the State of Montana 
issued his Proclamation declaring that said law had not been approved by 
the people of the State of Montana at said general election, and 


WHEREAS, under the terms and provisions of said contract of re- 
insurance aforesaid it was and is provided that in the event said contract 
should be cancelled by the State of Montana, for any reason, then and in 
that event the said party of the second part should base its premium charges 
upon the short term rate, and 


WHEREAS, the said party of the second part has fully complied with 
all the terms and provisions of said contract of reinsurance and has done 
and performed all acts and things required of it to be done, kept and per- 
formed, and 


WHEREAS, since the 2nd day of December, 1936, the said party of 
the second part has kept, done and performed all acts and things required. 
of it to be done, kept and performed, under the provisions of said under- 
lying policy of insurance, and 


WHEREAS, as a result of the conditions and things aforesaid, great con- 
fusion has existed and does now exist and it is the desire of the parties to 
adjust and settle all questions that have arisen or which may arise as a 
result of the facts aforesaid, and 


WHEREAS, the said party of the first part has requested the said 
-party of the second part to cancel said reinsurance contract as of Decem- 
ber 2, 1936, and the said party of the second part has agreed to grant such 
request; 


NOW, THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the covenants and 
conditions to be kept and performed by the parties hereto, it is mutually 
agreed and undestood as follows: to-wit: 


1. That the said party of the second part upon the execution and 
delivery of this agreement will cancel and terminate said Pearl Assurance 
Company policy No. 4263441 reinsuring the State of Montana, and/or the 
State Insurance Fund as of December 2, 1936. 

2. That the earned premium under said policy to December 2, 1936, 
is mutually understood and agreed to be $77,049.98, computed upon the 
following basis: Eighty per cent (80%) of $96,312.38. 

3. That the term of Pearl Assurance Company policy No. 4269398 is 
hereby expressly agreed to be from December 2, 1936, to December 2, 1939, 
in the amount of insurance of $9,969,695.00, the premium rate $0.78 per 
$100.00 and the total premium thereon $77,763.64. 

4. It is expressly understood and agreed that said contract last afore- 
said is hereby ratified and accepted by the party of the first part. 
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5. The said party of the second part hereby acknowledges that it 
has received payment of the sum of $110,529.82 under policy and rein- 
surance No. 4263441, and it is agreed that the earned premium was and is 
$77,049.98, and that the balance of $33,479.84 shall be credited toward the 
payment of the premium on Policy 4269398, leaving a balance due on said 
premium of $44,283.80 under said policy No. 4269398 and the said party of 
the first part expressly agrees to pay to the said party of the second part 
the said sum of $44,283.80 as follows: $20,000.00 in July, 1987, and $24,- 
283.80 in July, 1938. 

6. The party of the second part expressly agrees to pay all losses 
under policy No. 4268441 incurred prior to December 2, 1936, and it is 
mutually agreed that all liability under said policy shall cease as of that 
date. | 

7. It is understood and agreed that all losses incurred on State prop- 
erty for hazards enumerated in said Policy No. 4269398 on or after Decem- 
ber 2, 1936, shall be paid by the party of the second part under said policy. 

8. It is agreed that any and all losses on State property which have 
been incurred subsequent to December 2, 1986, and paid under Policy No. 
4263441 are hereby transferred as having been paid under Policy No. 
4269398.

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REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, that we hereby 
request and advise all law enforcement officers of the State of Montana 
and its several counties, to proceed to enforce, and to keep continuously 
enforced, the provisions of the Montana Statutes, which forbid gambling 
enterprises of various sorts.

We, your Committee on Insurance, after having had under considera- 
tion the special report relative to the Montana State fire insurance situation, 
issued by the Insurance Department of the State of New York, respect- 
fully report as follows: 


WHEREAS, it appears from the special report on the examination of 
the United States Branch of the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd., and its. 
associated companies, the Monarch Fire Insurance Company of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and the Eureka-Security Fire and Marine Insurance Company of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, which said examination is now in progress by examiners 
representing the states of New York, Ohio, Alabama, California and Massa- 
chusetts, and from testimony taken by the Committee on Insurance of this 
House of Representatives of the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana, that gross iniquities, injustices and intrigues, were 
practiced upon the people of the State of Montana by the Pearl Assurance 
Company and its officers and representatives in effecting insurance cover- 
age upon the State Insurance Fund, established by Sections 173.2-173.20, 
both inclusive, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, and the insurance coverage 
issued on State owned property by the said Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. 
at and when the said State Insurance Fund law was repudiated by the elec- 
tors of the State of Montana, in the referendum election held in November, 
1936, the results of which were proclaimed by the Governor of the State 
of Montana as of December 2, 1936, in that the said Pearl Assurance Com- 
pany, Ltd. did by intrigues and insidious wiles, procure a cancellation of the 
contract of insurance it had caused to be issued on the State Insurance 
Fund, at and when the fund was declared to be invalid by reason of the 
referendum held thereon, on a short rate basis, rather than a pro rata basis, 
when the said Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. and its officers and repre- 
sentatives did then and there well know that the equitable and established 
rule of sound insurance practice was that where a coverage on a risk was 
cancelled and rewritten by the same company on approximately the same 
risk, cancellation should be on a pro rata basis rather than a short rate 
basis, all to the loss of the people of the State of Montana in an amount 
of $39,809.42, and 


THAT, the said Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd, by and through its 
officers and representatives, did through connivances and insidious wiles, 
when it procured a new contract of insurance on state owned risks, after 
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its contract covering the State Insurance Fund had been cancelled on a 
short rate basis rather than a pro rata basis, cause the said new contract 
of insurance to be written at a rate of 78c per $100, when it then and there 
well knew that a sound and well established rate on the same risks was 62¢ 
per $100, all to the loss of the people of the State of Montana in a total 
amount of approximately $14,400. 


THAT, the said Pear] Assurance Company, Ltd. by and through its 
officers and representatives, did further practice gross iniquities, injustices 
and intrigues upon the people of the State of Montana by effecting a six 
months, seven day premature cancellation of the contract of insurance it 
caused to be issued on State owned risks as of December 2, 1936, on the 
25th day of May, 1939, and reissue a new contract of insurance covering 
the same risk, as of the date of cancellation of the then existing policy, 
at a rate of 75c per $100, when it then and there knew that the established 
rate on the said risks was 62¢ per $100, all to the loss of the people of the 
State of Montana, in an amount of approximately $15,600. 


NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by this House of Representatives 
of the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 


That, the State Auditor and Ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance, in 
and for the State of Montana, be and is hereby instructed to refuse <o 
again license the Pearl Assurance Company, Ltd. or its subsidiaries, the 
Monarch Fire Insurance Company of Cleveland, Ohio, and the Eureka- 
Security Fire and Marine Insurance Company of Cincinnati, Ohio, to do 
further business in the State of Montana; and that the said State Auditor 
and Ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance, be and is hereby instructed to 
forever refuse to license any officer and representative of the Pearl Assur- 
ance Company, Ltd. or its above named affiliated companies, who were in 
any manner or means connected with any of the transactions hereinabove 
mentioned or who aided and abetted the consumation of the disgraceful prac- 
tices herein referred to. 


That, the State Board of Examiners and its Chief Clerk who were 
parties to the contracts of insurance entered into by the Pearl Assurance 
Company wholly failed to protect and preserve the rights of the people 
of the State of Montana at and when the contracts of insurance herein re- 
ferred to were entered into; 


That, had the State Board of Examiners and its Chief Clerk been faith- 
ful in the performance of its and his duty, the said contracts of the com- 
pany herein mentioned would never have been consummated in the manner 
and form in which they were consummated and that the sums of money 
herein referred to would not have been lost to the people of the State of 
Montana; 


That, the greatest of censure should be made of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers, its members, its and their failure to protect the people of the 
State of Montana in the matter herein contained, and to prevent and allow 
intrigure, unjust and inequitable practices to be perpetrated upon the people 
of the State of Montana; 


That, the said State Auditor and Ex-officio Commissioner of Insurance 
is to be commended for his actions in this matter; 


That, the Attorney General be instructed to review the facts and find- 
ings contained in the special report of examination relative to the Mon- 
tana State Fire insurance situation, the files of the Committee on Insurance 
of this House of Representatives, as the same relate to the matters herein 
contained and take such action as in his opinion will recoupe to the people 
of the State of Montana the sum or sums of money herein referred to, and 
establish justice to the people of the State of Montana; and if, upon his 
investigation and study of the matters herein contained, he should find that 
any state officer or member of any State Board or Commission, has been 
guilty of a breach of faithful performance of his duty, to bring such action 
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on the offenders’ official bonds, as in his opinion is meet and proper in 
the premises.
